Wailing of fourteen children of strik- | 
Ing textile workers as they were | 
taken from the police station to the! 
city home, drove a crowd of 500 for-/! 
bigners frantic late today, and riotous 
beenes followed. ‘The children were 
arrested this forenoon as they were 
kbout’ to take a train en route for 
Philadelphia and ordered to be held at ! 
he city home until Tuesday. 

Squad of Militia Called. 

This decision angered the strikers. 
From all directions people gathered, 
hnd as the children were led out, put 
up such a stubborn fight that it was 
necessary to call a squad of militia 
Yrom the mill district to render assist- 
ance. After a twenty-minute battle 
the crowd was dispersed and all but 
two of the children were taken to the 
tity farm.

Workers of the World strike commit- 
tee today, Willis E. Trautman, who 
presided, denounced the action of the 
police in preventing the children from 
leaving this city. in his speech he 
said: 

“Let them keep on arresting the 
women until they have the jails filled. 
Do not do any rioting; that’s what the 
authorities want, so that they can 
have-an excuse for slaughter. The 
strike committee voted to make fur- 
ther efforts to send children away 
Monday. Members of the committee 
claim to have legal advice that the 
police have no ‘right to interfere with 
the exportation of children.”

Speaking of the work of the Baptist 
World Alliance, of which he was electg 
ed president last spring, Dr. MacAr- 
thur hastened to set right an impres- 
sion that. has been prevalent that the 
office of president is merely honorary, 
and that no actual work attaches to it. 

“There igs work in plenty for the 
man who will do it,” he exclaimed 
vigorously. “And that work I have 
tried to do. My trip to Russia was 
primarily in relation to the founding 
of a Baptist theological college at St. 
Petersburg. I know of no people who 
thirst so for the word of God as the 
Russian masses. The ground is truly 
ready for the sowing of the seed. Why, 
in all the years of-their emancipation, 
the serfs have progressed toward civ- 
ilization. far less than the American 
negroes have done, and the latter were 
freed two years later than the peas- 
ants of the czar’s empire. The Bap- 
tists. native born Russians, are cruel- 
ly persecuted in many cases. It is the 
unpardonable sin to leave the Greek 
church, treason against the state. Con- 
fiscation of property has occurred in 
Many cases. 

‘In fairness, I must say that the 
Greek church has ever allowed its fol- 
lowers to read the Bible in their na- 
tive tongue. The priests possess enor- 
mous influence over the people, but 
how do they use it? Not at all. The 
Greek church is full of dead forms. 
The spiritual life of its communi- 
cants is bound to be sterile. 

“In England we' have gained great 
ground—the Baptists and other dis- 
senting bodies. Very soon, the An- 
glican church is certain to be disestab- 
lisheq in Wales, as there are three 
non-conformist churches in that coun- 
try to every congregation of the Es- 
tablishment.”’

a@ Quarter or three for a dime, good for 
everybody «#t all hours of the day and 
night. If the street car company is 
not financially able to grant such a 
reduction, then let it sell tickets at the 
price named without giving transfers 
for them. Transfers can be given for 
cash fares, but not for tickets, so that 
if a person wishes a transfer he.cana 
get one by paying cash. This would 
not interfere with transfers as now is- 
sued, and ‘at the same time the school 
children and the working people could 
take advantage of the cut price on 
tickets if they desired to do so. Any 
way, I do not think there is any doubt 
about the demand for an investigation 
before the railroad commission. Let 
that body look into the whole situa- 
tion and give the people what they are 
justly entitled to. An investigation 
can do no man or corporation any harm. 
There is another thing about which 
there is no doubt, and that is the pop- 
ular demand for such an investigation. 
I go all over the city every day in the 
week, and 1 have yet to hear of a citi- 
zen who is opposed to the question of 
street car rates being investigated.”

Wherever they have been made 
the subject matter of party contests 
they have cut the lines of Party organ- 
ization and party action a-thwart to 
the utter confusion of political action 
in every other field.”

While it is not admitted by any one 
at the white house who has authority 
to speak for the president that his 
correction of the interpretation placed 
by some people upon his New York 
speech included Colonel Roosevelt, po- 
litical leaders here believe such to be 
the case. Many of President Taft’s 
friends have asserted that Colonel 
Roosevelt had Mr. Taft in ming when 
in his Columbus speech he said: 

“Many eminent lawyers who more 
or less frankly disbelievein our entire 
American system of government for, 
by and of the people, violently an- 
tagonize this proposal. They believe, 
and sometimes assert, that the Ameri- 
can people are not fitted for popular 
government and that it is necessary to 
keep the judiciary ‘independent of the 
majority or of all the people: that 
there must be no appeal to the people 
from the decision of a court in any 
case, and that therefore the judges 
are to be established as sovereign 
rulers over the people. I take abso- 
lute issue with all those who hold 
such a position.” 

In the same connection 
Roosevelt also said: 

“If the American people are not fit 
for popular; government, and if they 
should of right be the servants and 
not the masters of the men whom they 
themselves put in office, then Lin- 
ccin’s work was wasted and the whole 
system of government upon which this 
|b me democratic republic rests is a 
ailure.”’

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But Don't Bestroy Corporations, 
Says Governor Wilson, 


New Jersey Executive, in an 
Address at Nashville, Com- 
pares Modern Business Evils 
to Joy Riding—Punish Indi- 
vidual, Not Corporation. 


Nashville, Tenn., February 24,-~-In a 
brief address here this afternoon be- 
fore friends and members of the Wood- 
row Wilson Club, Governor Wilson 
compared modern business evils to 
“Joy riding.”’ 

How to Stop “Joy Riding.’ 

“If you want to stop “joy riding’, he 
said, “you dont break up the automobile, 
you catch the joy riders. We don’t 
want to break up the corporations. 
We might use them. We do want to 
stop the corporate joy riding, however. 
Therefore, we should, when dealing 
with the corporations, not attempt to 
break up the corporations, but when 
a wrong is committed we should turn 
the corporation inside out, and should 
catch the individual and indict ‘him, not 
as an officer of the corporation, but 
as an individual. You may say we 
would only catch dummies, but we 
could, in the trial, secure evidence of 
those behind the dummy, and amend ; 
the indictment so as to include the 
men responsible.” 

Continuing, he said: 

“What thrills my imagination i8 
this—we are at the threshold of a 
great enterprise, the retranslation of 
American liberties in terms of our 
present day life. The party that first 
takes up this great program will gov- 
Po the country for the next genera- 
tion. 

Some Republicans Think Same Way. 

“We are not the only ones who are 
thinking of doin this work. There 
are republicans whose ideas are much 
the same as the democrats. We must 
show that we know' what we are do- 
ing. Many of them thing, that 
the democratic party is not sufficient- 
ly practical and they balk at the 
democratic label. 

“This is a national enterprise. It 
is too big for any man or any set of 
men to declare that it shall be done in 
their way or not at all. The cost of 
failure is too big. We shall be judged 
for a generation as we act in 1912, for 
to fail now means that democracy in 
America will be denied fresh fruitage, 
that America has become a nation 
dominated by self-interest and has 
joined the range of nations which go 
dewn because they have forgotten the 
destiny of men.” 

Wilson at Y. M. C. A. Banquet. 

Governor Woodrow Wilson, of New 
Jersey, was the guest of honor tonight 
ata great banquet held in the gymna- 
sium of the new Y. M. C. A. building. 
More than 500 guests were seated at 
the dinner and several hundred ladies 
listened to the address from the gal- 
leries. Governor B. W. Hooper presided 
at the dinner and United States Sen- 
ator Luke Lea was one of the speak- 
ers. He mentioned Governor Wilson 
as the man most likely to be the next 
president of the United States, and 
the suggestion was greeted with great 
enthusiasm.

Plea to Ministers. 

Dr. Allen A. Stockdale, of Boston, 
special preacher of the campaign 
here, succeeded Dr. Stelzle with a spe- 
cial plea to the ministers of Atlanta, 
calling to them to lead the fight. He 
is a forceful talker, a man who con- 
vinces you of his sincerity of purpose, 
his knowledge of men and human na- 
ture—above all, of the eminent rea- 
sonableness of his appeal to men. 

Throughout his talk he impressed on 
the ministers the necessity of getting 
into intimate touch with men, and 
the atmosphere of their lives—to go 
out and talk with them, and view 
the problems of life from their stand- 
point. Learn to differ in opinion, he 
impressed, without differing in feel- 
ing. ’ 

“it’s no pleasure to pitch balis at 
a man who can’t bat; the fun comes 
in when you throw to a man who may 
make a home run. This campaign 
wouldn't be worth talking about if 
it was to be easy. The difficulty of 
it is the glory of the ministry. And 
ours is constructive work; we are sav- 
ing the church, not giving it up.” 

Dr. Stockdale has a wonderfully 
flexible. voice, and a marnty-sided per- 
sonality, born of long contact with all 
classes of men, to judge from his 
speech Saturday evening. At one mo- 
ment he enjoined the Atlanta ministers 
to find out what their fellows are 
thinking about, and how they are feel- 
ing about things; the next, in ringing 
tones, he expressed the distinctive 
feature of the Men and Religion For- 
ward Movement—ministers hand in 
hand with men, the barrier torn down 
between pastor and laymen. 

Live With Them. 

At his home church in Boston he 
spends a great part of his time con- 
versing with all sorts and conditions 
of human beings, often passing un- 
known to them as a minister. 

“I don’t want them to hush up when 
[ come around, or spar for twenty 
minutes trying to find a pious sub- 
ject to talk to me about, when all the 
time their thoughts are on some live 
thing they're vitally interested in. 
[I go after them, rub elbows with 
them, live with them. To understand 
the minds and hearts of men is the 
task of the church. 

“It's a masculine Christianity 
want to establish, something that 
proves of itself that religion and 
must be an integral part of any and 
every man’s life.”’

Representative Norris, of Nebraska, 
and Lenroot, of Wisconsin, insurgent 
leaders, insisted that the restriction 
placed upon the banking and currency 
committee by the words “within the 
jurisdiction of said committee,”’ would 
prevent it from making any sweeping 
inquiry, and would prohibit it from

Begins to Realize She Cannot 
Compete as Naval Power 


Visit of Viscount Haldane, the 
British War Minister, to Ber- 
lin May Consequently Result 
in Agreement as to Limita- 
tion of Armaments. 


Berlin, February 24.— (Special.)— 
That the recent visit of Viscount Hal- 
dane, the British war minister, to Ber- 
lin, May result in the establishment 
of a rapproachment between Germany 


and England which in turn may lead 
to an international agreement for the 
limitation of armaments is probable. 

England is the only power in Eu- 
rope which Germany really considers 
dangerous. She has supreme confi- 
dence in her ability to handle any 
possible combination of enemies on 
land. 

But Germany now has a great mer- 
cantile marine and vast over-seas com- 
mercial interests which are absolutely 
at the mercy of England... She is be- 
ginning to reaiize that the task of 
competing with England as a naval 
power is beyond her financial ability. 
Hence the invitation to Lord Haldane 
to come and talk over the situation 
with the Kaiser, and hence also the 
belief here that Gérmany is now will- 
ing at least to consider the question of 
the limitation of armaments. 

A communication in a recent issue 
of the Berliner Tageblett which is be- 
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lieved to be officially inspired, sums %p 
the situation. It Says: 
as German over-sea trade has 
expanded, and important as our colo- 
nies and export possibilities may ap- 
pear, our means do not suffice to sup- 
port a sea power equal to that of the 
tirst fleet, that of England, in addi- 
tion to the first army of the world. 
Already our navy is so strong that it 
could oppose any other with the ex- 
ception of that of the English, with 
success; indeed it,..seems 
such combinations as

Paris, February °24.—(Special.)— 
How a family of three resolved on an 
extraordinary death pact as a way out 
of their miseries was related at Cha- 
rente, France, at the trial of a restau- 
rant keeper, Louis Hugron, for the 
murder of his wife and attempted 
murder of his young daughter. 

His story was a pitiful one. He be- 
gan as a servant, saved money and 
set up a small establishment—the res- 
taurant of the Eighteen Saucepans in 
the Rue Montmarte.

Then suddenly his customers be- 
gan to leave him. He had only $4,000, 
representing his havings left, and this 
was stolen from him. 

In his sorrow he confided every- 
thing to his wife. To his stupefaction, 
she burst into tears and told him that 
she was the real cause of his ruin. She 
had, it appeared, been systematically 
robbing the till for the benefit of one 
of the waiters who had captured her 
affections. In his misery, he forgave 
her. She called on him to kill her, 
that they 
‘should kill one another: She agreed, 
but insisted that they should kill the 
child to save her from future misery. 

To Spend Money Before Death. 

That decision reached, he decided to 
spend the last of their fortune, some 
sixty dollars, before dying. When only 
four pence were left they determined 
to end their existence,

True or not, 
within a mile radius of the district 
half a hundred different tongues are 
spoker and the textile strike in Law- 
rence makes pertinent the question as 
to what the city itself has been doing 
through public or private organiza- 
tions in behalf of its foreign dwellers.

-evolution which placed in -power the 
raitor who.is giving you our country. 
Your troops have invaded our terri- 
ory. In the name of the Monroe doc- 
rine you put at half-mast the flags 
f your sister republic. You appro- 
riated Hawaii, you took the Panama 
canal zone. The Cubans did not blow 
ip the Maine. Spain did not. Wall 
street cid. with its imperialism. The

The bureau, it is shown, does not 
have criticism of either individuals or 
departments for its object. In no city 
has it ever comé’in conflict with the 
city government, but has worked in 
the, utmost harmony. It does for the 
~~. officiais work, which they them- 
selves have not -the time to do; it 
studies methods in other cities,.and 
where improvements over.the methods 
employed at home iare found, these 
methods are recommended, The bu- 
reau attempts to see that each depart- 
ment of the city administrative force 
is properly equipped to do its work 
most effectiveiy, and with the utmost 
dispatch. 

In short, it-is the object of the bu- 
reau to assist city officials in the per- 
formance of their duty by assisting 
them in the adoption of those methods 
which, by actual test, have proven the 
most successful. 

At the meeting Saturday, at which 
Dr. Allen was entertained at lunch as 
the guest of the local committee on 
municipal research, Dr. Allen’ was re- 
quested to immediately take up the 
matter of establishing such a bureau 
here.

Boston, February 24.—Edward 
Crockett, one,of.the leading attorneys 
of. this city, made a public. protest 
against the conduct of the authorities 
at? Lawrence ‘in the. following com- 
munication sent to the newspapers to- 
night: 

“If the circumstances are as stated 
then the authorities at Lawrence re- 
sponsible for this outrage are plain, 
unadulterated anarchists: They“ have 
by brute force prevented a perfectly 
lawful thing from béing, done. They 
have, ‘without due warrant of law, 


without provocation or justification. of | 


any kind whatever, violently assault- 
ed and grievously -treateg’ these poor 
people. 
in the hearts of thousands feelings of 
bitterness, hate-ang are justly deserv- 
ing all.the. execration and condemna- 
tion’ that will inevitably be heaped 
upon them. , : 

“If the authorities at Lawrence have 
a right to prevent the parents there 
from. sending their..children -from~-that 
stricken city, then they have the same 
right, to restrain you and me from 
taking whatever’ steps we deem proper 
and right for the protection of our 
own little ones. 

“If the Lawrence authorities be- 
lieve as the mayor of Lawrence is 
quoteg to have said, ‘this- is not a 
strike, but an incipient revolution,’ 
then they could do nothing better cal- 
culated to precipitate a condition of 
things justifying the mayor's view.”

What Bureau Weuld Accomplish. 

“A bureau of municipal research 
might find, for example, that a cer- 
tain department of the city govern-!

sults for the amount expended as is/ 
the same department of some other 
city of equa] size. The bureau would 
investigate conditions in both cities, 
and,, if convinced that they were sim- 
ilar, it would récommend that Atlanta 
try the system which had proven more 
satisfactory. ' 

“A bureau of municipal research 
avoids waste to the city by studying 
the city’s needs’ ahd making’ investiga- 
tions.as to. whether or not the city ‘is 
getting what she is paying for. This

232 Prisoners Placed in Sani- 
tary Danger. 


The mistreatment of -232 prisoners in 
the state penitentiary at Bismarck, 
North Dakota, who lack the first right 
to pure air, is,merely an example, ac- 
cording to Isabel C. Barrows of condi- 
tions in back water pena! institutions 
the country over which call for careful 
investigation such as that proposed by 
Attorney General Wickersham. After 
an existence of twenty-five years the 
warden of this prison in his biennial 
report is obliged to complain of inde- 
fensible sanitary conditions, 

“At the,present time the sewerage 
from this’ titution is discharged into 
Hay creek, with the. result that Hay 
creek nearest the discharge is becom- 
ing very foul, owing to the fact that 


the water does not run through Hay 


creek only about once or twice a year’; 
that is, during the Spreng time when | 
the snow joes off, when there is a flow 
of water: and usually during the suiu-' 
mer monins there is a freshet that 
raises the water in the creek suffi- 
clenily io earry off the floating depos-| 
it. The result is that there is a very; 
vile stench coming from the mouth of 
the sewer, producing a very unsanitary 
would therefore recom- 
mend that an appropriation of- $3,500 
be. made, for the purpose of installing 
a septic tank, so that danger from this 
source may be prevented.” 

“With such a physical condition,” 
says Isabel C. Barrows in The Survey, 
“one need hardly look fer efforts at 
moral sanitation. -There is not the 
slightest allusion to the upbuilding of 
the character of the men.

About the most interesting thing on the theatrical horizon at the 
present time is the determined fight of the newspaper critics, magazine 
writers and playwrights to save from an early grave an aitogether extra- 
ordinary play called ‘‘Kindling,’’ which but recently met with a decidedly 
chilly reception in New York City. 

The average unsuccessful author, and a large part of the theater-going 
public, will tell you that the theatrical critic is a disgruntled creature whose 
chief aim and end in life is to tear down rather than to create; one whose 
literary productions have fallen short of the mark and who looks with 
jaundiced-eyed jealously on the successful products of others. 

It would be a waste of words to combat this idea, so firmly is it fixed 
in the minds of the many. Rather, instead of words which would be dis- 
counted before they were uttered in type, let me briefly state the case of 
“Kindling.”’ It is more elegant than any amount of argument would prove. 
Briefly, ‘“‘Kindling” was written by Charles Kenyon, a comparatively obscure 
writer whose sole claim to distinction was the production of a one act 
vaudeville sketch, “The Flag Station.’’ How he came to write it is an 
interesting story but too long to bear telling in this hurried article. Suffice 
it to say, it deals with the slums-of New York, and from all aceounts {is 
about the most powerful picture of conditions in the raw that has been 
written in manv years—a play ‘reeking with atmosphere, sobbing with the 
agony. of. despair but; fortunately, redeemed by -the note of hope at the 
end. I use the word “fortunately’’ not in the sense that the note of hope 
adds at all ta artistic merit, but because American audiences demand it. 

After the usual vicissitudes, “Kindling’” was accepted by Margaret IIl- 
ington. She tried it on California and, after the play had been rewritten 
to a large extent, finally made her appearance in New York with every 
expectation of a splendid success~—a success which would open the eyes 
of all Gotham. In spite of the fact that the “critics were lavish in their 
praise, failure was the result. One’theater after another was tried, only 
to meet with the coldest kind of a reception. 

Finally, the magazine writers, critics and playwrights, who all along 
had proclaimed its merit, decided that something must be done to save so 
powerful a play to the American people. A “Kindling Association” was 
formed, It includes such men as Will Irwin, Lincoln Steffens, Channing 
Follock, George Middleton and A. E. Thomas. Each constituted himself a 
committee of one to “boost” the play in print and out of it. No such cam- 
paign has ever been waged in this country in the interests of a play by an 
author absolutely unknown to fame. 

“Kindling” is now in Chicago. Its future will be eagerly awaited by 
every dramatic critic in the country. If it makes good “on the road” it will 
mean that a New York verdict has been reversed; that the standard of taste 
is really higher in the one-night stands than in the big city. Many critics 
have long since discounted the New York taste. Right here in Atlanta we 
have seen scores of New York successes meet with the frostiest kind of a 
reception; while on the other hand such plays as “The Children of the 
Ghetto,” which was a miserable failure in the metropolis, have scored 
splendid successes. : 

The Taste of New York. 


Apropos of the New York taste, Will Irwin has the following to say: 

“In truth, the character and material of ‘Kindling’ were against its 
New York success in any season. The dramatic taste of the metropolis 
differs subtly from that of ‘the road;’ and shrewd critics have been won- 
dering for some time if the taste of the back country be not the more sound 
and intelligent. New York audiences love novelty. Far more, however, 
do they love glitter, display, gauds, pretty girls, expensive Parisian 
costumes, the counterfeit parade of wealth. Paradoxically, the 
back country is a bit responsible for this. An important factor 
in the theater-going population of the metropolis is Mr. Snooks, the 
rich, easy-spending visitor from Peru, Indiana, San Jose, California, or Lex- 
ington, Kentucky. He comes with his wife once a year, for a fortnight of 
extravagance and joy. Mrs. Snooks it is who supports a hundred establisn- 
ments along Fifth avenue; she it is who makes incredibly expensive ana 
exotic the corridors of the Waldorf-Astoria and the Astor. During their 
New York stay, Mr. and Mrs. Snooks are looking for neither instruction nor 
art, but wholly for amusement and display. During this, their annual ‘blow- 
out,’ they go to musical comedies, to ‘society’ dramas—to those plays, in 
thort, wherein the display is spread thickest. At home, where they read 
the uplift magazines of evenings, where Mrs. Snooks belongs to the Brown- 
ing Club, they are much more likely to patronize dramas which have their 
roots not in the draped female figure, but in the human intelligence. Fur- | 
ther, I quote a subtle comment from a shrewd New York newspaper man, 
who says: 

“*This city, you see, has few legitimate means of social amusement. 
How often do you hear of any of your middle-class friends going to a 
dance’? - Do you know that we give fewer private dinners in proportion to 
population than any other American city? The chief amusement here, be- 
sides dining at the cafes, is going to the theater. So the New Yorker sits 
down in his orchestra seat just hungry to be entertained. In other cities 
the theatergoer, or his wife, has had the edge taken off that appetite; he 
is willing to accept something which appeals a little to his head or his 
heart.’ Here came ‘Kindling,’ set through its three acts in the living-cooking- 
dining room of a rotting, unsanitary tenement, with only one ‘pretty girl 
part, with an appeal not to the sensory nerves, but to the mind and the 
social consciousness. It was excellently acted all through: it was not with- 
out its good comedy passages; one went away with an ineffaceable impres- 
sion of its truth; but Broadway wanted none of it.”

But there 
is higher ground on which to plant 
our justification and on this ground 
we are confident that all mankind will 
indorse their conduct, even though 
this issue be tested in the sublimest 
courts of Heaven. Here then We plant 
the pure white banner of our defense. 
Neither shall we find it necessary to 
appeal to religious’ differences nor de- 
pend on a contest between the white 
man’s faith and the red man’s belief: 
in the Great Spirit, who created and; 
ruled all the world. On the 
we affirm that independent 
creeds the white race was justifiable | 
by the logical destiny of mankind of! 
this beautiful world we inhabit. 

“It must be admitted that man’s 
dutv here ts to uplift himself to the 
1ighest plane of perfection in mind and 
soul as well as in body. For this 
destiny is revealed throughout all the 
revolving ages. 

“By such development the physical 
world is heautified, developed and 
adorned with the luxuries and necessi- 
ties of life. Earth -itself shall ‘become 
the fit harbor of angels and the final 
kingdom of the spirit of truth, whose 
banner is planted on the universal jus- 
tice and peace of the world. 

“In pursuance of their logical destiny 
all tribes of mankind have indorsed' 
by practice the right of conquest. | 
Generally these conquests have been a 
conquest between the good and evil 
and upon the doctrine of the fittest. 
Upon these doctrines alone were the 
Indians justifiable in supplanting the 
prehistoric men, such as the mound 
builders and cave dwellers, with them- 
selves. 

“It may be assumed that the Indians 
succeeded to those former tribes.” So 
it was in ancient Greece, there was 
a preceding tribe or people who were 
conquere’a and driven from their homes 
by their successors.

“Not only did the white men realize 
that it would be impracticable for the 
two races to dwell together, but many 
tndians of Georgia saw it also. 

“Constant petty wars were waged 
against each other, and marty other 
disagreements kept the two races in 
constant agitation. Night attacks on 
the settlers’ homes by the Indians 
clearly demonstrated the cruel and 
treacherous nature of the red’ man’s 
uncivilization. No treaties could bind 
him. No state of peace could De se- 
cured. No justice could be established, 
No property rights could be maintain- 
ed against his sudden and violent at- 
tacks. That was the general experience 
of all the colonists along the Atlan- 
tic coast and in the interior, who had 
Lought lands and settled in the neigh- 
borhood of the various tribes. All alike 
realized from these experiences that it 
necessary for the white 
men to organize and move the Indians 
beyond the ‘Father of Water.’ 

“The lives of all who consented to 
eo were spared. The government gave 
them and beyond the great river for 
that which they had taken in Georgia. 
Large debts of the Indians were as-

» It is the very crystallization of opportunity for the democratic 
party. ~Not in its dreariest days of disruption has that party pre- 
sented the tattered and irreconcilable aspect the republicans today 
show to the country. If ever Providence literally and expressly 
brewed a magic draught for the suceess of any political organiza- 
tion, it is today engaged in that undertaking in behalf of the democ- 
racy. The one thing that can forestall a clean democratic sweep to 
the white house is the democracy itself. If the party fails of com- 
plete and overwhelming victory ‘in the autumn, it will not be on 
account of republican strength, but because of democratic weak- 
ness. 

To capitalize the advantage that the situation actually thrusts 
forward, it is needful only to agree among ourselves. It is to be ex- 
pected that there must be divergencies of opinion. Today the nation 
is groping around, tentatively, experimentally, for the solutions of 
the new problems of.a new agé. It would be unnatural if, in the 
face of this big drama, honest differences of conviction did not make 
themselves manifest. When doctrines denounced a decade and a 
half ago as socialistic or communistic are not only being seriously 
debated by serious men, but many of them put into practice, it 
would violate reason and insult freedom of thought and speech to 
expect that all men within the party should subscribe to one view. 

But since there are to be divergencies and rival theories, let 
us thresh them out privately and within the party, not take them 
onto the hustings and blare them in the ears of the nation. There 
must, within every aggregation of partisans, be a majority and a 
minority sentiment. In the past, the republicans won by seeing 
that the minority accepted the view of the majority and fought with 
it side by side, once the question of supremacy was settled. They 
also won by discouraging the practice of disparaging and ambush- 
ing leaders, and by preaching the gospel that the interest of the 
whole rose paramount to the interest of the few. 

Upon sueh lines must be laid the course of the democracy, if 
it hopes to achieve success next November. Undermining of prom- 
inent democrats must cease. What antagonism there is must be 
honest and above board, not sneaking and surreptitious. Those men 
in congress entrusted with playing the party's card, must be en- 
couraged and supported, not sniped at and side-swiped. Leave 
squabbling to the republicans. It has proved a fatal diet ior them, 
and will prove still more fatal to the democrats. 

Admittedly, the tariff is to be the bas-relief issue of the mn- 
pending campaign. At present, the position of the democracy is 
confessedly strong on this ground, and growing stronger. It can 
be weakened only by—democrats. Other issues will be injected, 
but they should not mislead leaders or rank and file, since they 
can be taken care of and put in their proper place if agreement pre- 
vails and hostility is absent. 

Harmony and toleration should be the keynotes trom now on 
up to polling day. Observed implicitly, they assure a full return to 
power. Ignored, the party will fall an easy prey to even the gaping 
ranks of the opposition. These facts should be remembered, when 
democrats are tempted to conduct themselves upon the assumption

PRESS-BUTTON FARMING FOR WOMEN. 


Living in an age when the mere pressure of a button causes 
machinery to undertake the hardest of our manual tasks, is there 
any sound reason why the hygienic and financial profits of twentieth 
century farming should not engage the attention of women? The 
query is suggested by the announcement that Miss Pearl Chandler, 
the 20-year-old daughter of a wealthy farmer of Boone county, 
Missouri, has matriculated at the University of Missouri college of 
agriculture that she may learn how to profitably manage her 150- 
acre farm. It is said Miss Chandler is the first young woman to 
enter the farm management class of the university. 

Upon the modern farm machinery has largely supplanted hand- 
power, minimizing the farm labor problem perceptibly in those sec- 
tions taking advantage of the latest improvements. Always, of 
course, there will be a certain percentage of farm work calling for 
manual labor. Few Americans will want to see our women emulate 


the peasantry of Europe in undertaking these heavier tasks. But, 
given the proper scientific training and experience, there is no good 
cause why women should not, with the aid of machinery and a lim- 
ited number of laborers, manage farms as successfully as men. 

In every other field they have shown an alertness and an 
adaptability equal to‘that displayed by men. In medicine, the law, 
the professions generally, women are an unqualified success. In 
big and little business they have developed the adroitness and the 
keen trading instincts essential to getting ahead, and they have 
demonstrated an executive capacity equal to that once assumedly 
monopolized by the stronger sex. 
| Why, then, should they not find in farming a new outlet for 
their activities, since the laboratory and mechanical inventive gen- 
ius have conspired to make farming more of an exact science, and 
to relegate much of its heavier labor to machinery? Already there 
are indications that women themselves are seeing their opportuni- 
ties. On lands opened up for settlement by the government, women 
are often the first to file claims. In the older portions of the coun- 
try, they are entering extensively into the lighter forms of agrt- 
culture, such as poultry raising, dairying and here and there truck 
farming. The corn ¢ulture enthusiasm has also gripped the women 
almost equally with the men, and The Constitution has published 
several instances wherein they swept the prizes as. against male 
competitors. 7 

It would not be surprising if the next few years develop a large 
element of women farm managers. Once convinced that they can 
follow this pursuit, as others, without forfeiting their femininity, they 
are likely to turn in large numbers to this healthy and paying source 
of livelihood. ae ae ;

To provide a commercial doctor instead of an undertaker for 
small and worthy businesses that may be tottering toward collapse is 
the aim of the Wholesalers’ Protective Association, now in process 
of organization in Atlanta. , 

The association is to be founded and will operate on the theory 
that a large percentage of the failures occurring among the lesser 
merchants may be prevented by the extension of timely financial aid. 
The effect of the application of the principle will be in a way philan- 
thropic, since it will, by rescuing him from temporary entangle- 
} ment, save many a small merchant.from the stigma and handicap 
of a failure. But essentially the wholesalers and creditors co-operat- 
ing in such an arrangment will be serving their own interests. 

It is axiomatic that failures damage creditors, proportionately, 
almost as much as debtors. It is the idea of the Wholesalers’ Pro- 
tective Association to minimize the drains and losses from invol- 
untary bankruptcies by providing means whereby they may be 
avoided. It happens, for instance, time and again that a retailer is 
temporarily embarrassed through no fault of his own, but rather 
through poorness of collections or other sources over which he has 
no control. 

Where such cases arise, the association steps in, makes a 
thorough examination of the books of the merchant, ascertains if 
the attempt to maintain his solvency is feasible, and lends him the 
amount needed for that purpose. The ‘wholesalers indorsing his 
note are protected by the most gilt-edged security the merchant can 
proffer. If, in the long run, ill fortune should compel him to default 
in the paynient of his indebtedness by the installments specified, the 
creditors will still be as well secured as though they had forced 
bankruptcy and in addition they will be better off financially by 
just the number of payments the crippled merchant has been able 
to make. 

An attractive feature of the plan is that it will tend to do away 
with the preferred creditor system, one of those manifest injustices 
of sick business that has long proved a baffling problem to the 
commercial world. Inasmuch as the creed of the association would 
/be to encourage constructiom as against destruction in business, 
and a check to the vulture practice of tearing down enterprises that 
may be only for a time disabled, it commends itself heartily to the 
wholesalers of Atlanta. They have everything to gain and nothing 
io lose by embarking in a movement that extends the twentieth 
century doctrine of conservation to their own affairs, and those of 
the men upon whose continued prosperity their own welfare so

TWO BILLIONS AND BAD ROADS. 


“American farmers lose billion dollars annually 
through bad roads, nearly twice as much as the running expenses 
of the government.:’ Such is the estimate of H. Y. Brooke, state 
examiner of accounts of Alabama, who is a candidate for congress- 
man-at-large from the state. Inasmuch as Mr. Brooke’s occupation 
is one entailing conservatism and care, we assume his astounding 
figures at least approximate actual conditions. 

The toll of bad or indifferent roadways throughout this coun- 
try is sufficiently evident not to require the eyes of an expert for 
a casual appraisal. The tax upon live stock and road-equipage 
alone must mount yearly into the millions. That is not to take into 
reckoning the loss of time which is the inevitable penalty of bad 
roads, and which is heavy, whether it be that involving accessibility 
to market, or the time of the laborer sent on an errand to the distant 
townor tfeighborhood, and impeded by poor thoroughfares. 

Another source of loss from inadequate highways, that of 
paralyzed development, is almost incalculable. There can be no 
question that until Georgia, for instance, awoke to the good roads 
issue, the expansion of this state in every direction was arrested, 
at a large consequent cost. The manner in which backward coun- 
ties have, gone forward, and prosperous counties become more 
prosperous since the continuous good roads campaigns, is proof in 
this direction. | 

. One of the most amazing features of the agitation for better 
highways, a sentiment that has now become truly national, is that 
it has not been able to wrest from congress a policy of federal aid 
in the construction of roads. Bills looking to that end are pending 
in both house and senate, it is true, but years upon years of per- 
sistent publicity were required to bring the issue to this point, and 
even now these bills, many of which are extremely modest, are 
rather far from the enactment stage. Even should they pass both 
houses, there is the declaration of President Taft that he gravely 
doubts the constitutionality of federal aid to road building. : 

In the face, even, of all these adverse conditions, it is not likely 


that more than two or three years will elapse before the country 
witnesses a definitely established federal road policy.» What the 
whole people want, they get ultimately, provided they express their 
desires in tones sufficiently emphatic. And the demand now rising 
from one end of the country to the other leaves little doubtgegard-

Simply because Mrs. Gustave A. 
Root—no relation to the senior sena- 
to: from New York—postmaster of ihe 
mining town of Tuttle, Col, recently 
tcok it upon herself to order a couple 
of men from her office at the point 
of a six-shooter, one must not infer 
that she is the only woman postmas- 
ter (not postmistress) in the country. 
Tuttle is a fourth-class office. 


There are fifty-three women post- 
masters at first and second-class 
offices and nearly 200 of all classes, 
many of them of long terms, extending 
cver two or more administrations. 

The highest paid woman postmas- 
ter is Miss Alice M. Robertson, § at 
Muskogee, Okla. Miss Robertson has 
had a rather notable career and is 
known to every postmaster who has 
attended any of the conventions of 
presidential postmasters during the 
past few years. Miss Robertson is a 
native of Oklahoma and is now in her 
fiftv-seventh year. Her parents were 
rrissionaries among the Indians of In- 
dian Territory ang she was born at 
one of these missions. Miss Robertson 
has seen practically nothing but In- 
dians ever since. She served as a 
clerk in the Indian office from 1873 to 
1879. Irom there she went as a 
texcher to the Carlisle Indian school, 
Atterward she was appointed disburs- 
ing agent for the Creek Indian schaol 
in Oklahoma. Her mother trans.ated 
the Bible into the Creek Indian tongue. 

Miss Robertson owes her appoint- 
ment to personal friendships with 
Theodore Roosevelt. At the outbreak 
of the Spanish war and during the 
organization of the Rough Riders Miss 
Rebertson organized a company in 
Muskogee and its members were sent 
to join forces with Roosevelt at Tam- 
pa. She also gained notoriety by 
contributing the last chapter to 
Roosevelt's book of the history of 
the Rough Riders. 

Another well Known woman postmas. 
ter is Mrs. Helen D. Longstreet, of 
Gainesville, Ga. Mrs. Longstreet is the 
widow of the confederate, General 
Longstreet, and was appointed to her 
present position a short time before 
his death. She never fails to attend 
the conventions of postmasters, and 
always takes a deep interest in them. 

3ut she is not the onhky woman in 
charge of postoffices jin Georgia. 
Among the large offices‘ in Georgia 
in charge of women are Albany, Dub- 
jin, Gainesville, LaGrange, Newnan, 
Tifton and West Point. Mr& Susie. M. 
Atkinson at Newnan is the widow of 
former Governor Atkinson, of that 
state. 

Theodore Roosevelt geta his mail 
from a postoffice presided over by a 
woman, Miss Florence Bavies, acting 
postmaster at Ovster Bay. She only re- 
cently succeeded another woman, Miss 
Annie Larrabee, who died last summer.

PUBLIC HEALTH 


CONCERNS CLUBS | 


Chairman of Health Commit- 
tee Writes Interestingly 
on the Subject. 


By Dr. Frances Sage Bradicy, Chair- 

man of Public Health Committee 

( Georgia Federation of Wom- 

\ en's Clubs.) 

No work of our federation can Le of 
g@uchi vital and far-reaching importance 
as that of its public health committee, 
for op the successful performance of 
its duties depend the clearness of mind, 
and integrity of body, which make for 
success along other lines. 

At no distant date we shall undoubt.- 
edly have a national department of 
public health as in Germany, in France, 
in England. From an economical 
well as humanitarian standpoint we 
cannot afford to be without such pro- 
tection. The West Indies, the Philip- 
pines, the canal zone, are useful to 
the world in direct proportions as pub- 
lic health work has made them habi- 
table. The appalling mortality from 
malaria and typhoid during the Span- 
ish-American war is in marked con- 
trast to the report from our more re- 
cent encampment in Texas with no 
deaths and but a single case of typhoid 
among 20,000 troops, result of cleanli- 
ness and practical methods of prevent- 
ive medicine. 

If the government feels the 
an agricultural department to protect 
our cotton, our corn and our hogs, do 
not the lives of our babies and our- 
selves deserve equal attention? 
Relative Value of Children and Hogs. 

We send out annually skilled ento- 
mologists, trained farmers; establish 
experiment stations and issue bulletins 
to help the farmers. Is the crop of 
his wife less valuable? 

We are bringing into the world year 
by year thousands of babies, illy nour- 
ished, poorly developed, growing up 
sometimes even to a degenerate or vi- 
clous life—all for lack of intelligent 
mothers, 

Our mortality is the result not of in- 
difference or natural disadvantages, 
but of pure, unadulterated ignorance. 
Mothers take to themselves great cred- 
it in giving up their lives to their 
‘” Motherdom—I had almost said martyr- 
dom. They pat themselves for their 
virtue, their motherly instinct, their 
peculiar understanding of their own 
ewe lamb, as if that were not 
job.

This was four years ago—the 
clinics have been ory too well attend- 
ed—the number of cases grown beyond 
the strength of only two nurses, for 
each case should have at least two 
visits a week. 

Through the influence of this society 
the city and county have built a beau- 
tiful sanitorium which cares for 80 
white people, including 20 children; 
it soon will open the negro hospital 
with 100 patients. But what of the 
hundreds left in the crowded quarters 
of the city, spreading the disease con- 
stantly through ignorance of all the 
laws of health and hygiene? 

Every county should 
torium or tuberculosis camp; every 
community should have free _ clinics 
and the visiting nurse. What radical 
changes could be wrought in a few 
years if all would snare in this effort 
to lift the burden or this plague from 
the shoulders of the people In 
connection with this fight against 
disease, all of the civic betterment 
problems are touched, and it is this 
which makes the struggle one of in- 
tense interest. It is so human—what- 
ever we can do to help in this particu- 
lar fight, we can fee: that such assist- 
ance means relief? to tubercular vic- 
tims, and most blessee thought of al!l— 
it means something done to protect 
others from theiravages of consump- 
tion. 

Women of Georgia, does it not make 
your heart ache to think of the chil- 
dren who are coughing away. their

the parents? A little Knowledge, a 
little care, and these -nany i babies 
would grow into strong healthy citi- 
zens, instead of becomrng dependents 
and burdens oh the community.

The object of the Burroughs Nature 
club is to inspire greater interest in 
nature; the ,»dbirds,. bees and animals, 
and. all matters connected with out- 
door life.

Each member of the club will each 
month receive from the nature bureau 
in New York City a list of questions 
grouped according. to subject and 
changed every month. This continues 
for ten months. Each member has the 
privilege of sending in answers to 
these questions (easily found by .use 
of the index found at the close of each 
volume ofthe Riverby edition of Bur- 
roughs’ works) written thirty days 
after the questions are received, and 
if satisfactory answers are received to 
the entire series (100 questions) 
member may have her choice of a set 
of the selected works of Bret Harte, 
seven volumes; Cooper’s Leatherstock- 
ing Tales, five volumes; Shakespeare, 
six volumes; Browning's Poetical 
Works, six volumes. 

Act as Incentive. 

The questions act as an added in- 
centive to a careful reading of Bur- 
roughs and help the members to gain 
both pleasure and profit from the 
books. The mere fact of looking up 
the answers, thinking about them and 
then writing them in one’s own words 
makes the books doubly valuable, for 
by this constant use the reader finds 
his powers of observaton sharpened, 
and learns to go through with his eyes 
wide open and with greater daily en- 
joyment. 

Familiarity with Burroughs’ writ- 
ings will bring to each individual the

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CLUB CELEBRATES 
TENTH BIRTHDAY 
IN ITS OWN HOME

(By Miss Lulle R. Pitts, Secretary.) 

Visitors to Calhoun are always at- 
tracted by a quaint vine-embowered 
log cabin with small-paned Queen 
Anne windows, wide verandas upheld 
by rough cedar posts, and a spacious 
rock chimney clinging to one side. It 
is situated near the railroad in the 
midst of an extensive, smoothly trim- 
med lawn hedged about with roses and 
ornamental shrubbery, planted with 
trees of choice varieties, and gay with 
the season's Llossoms. At one end of 
the town a jet of cold, clear water 
leaps from a rock column into a poo} 
stocked with mountain trout and then 
hurries away to feed a silvery stream 
near by, spanned by a rustic stone 
bridge, ; 

The log cabin is the home of the 
Calhoun Woman's Club, whiéh this 
week celebrated its tenth birthday, 
The park surrounding it is the prop- 
erty of the town. Ten years ago it 
was an unsightly spot where weeds 
ran riot and frogs croaked contentment 
in the slimy ditch water. About this 
time a woman's club was organized in 
Calhoun; permission was granted to 
build a clubhouse on the commons, 
and, aided by the town officials, the 
ladies began the work of transforma- 
tion. 

A building committee drawn from 
the membership of the club was ap- 
pointed, plans were designed, circular 
letters asking for pecuniary aid were 
distributed among friends, and contri- 
butions of poles, rock and other build- 
ing materials were sought.. 

Occupied in Year. 

In little more than a year after the 
foundation was laid, the cabin was 
ready for occupancy, having been built 
at a cost of $399.85, which, of course, 
does not include donated building ma- 
terials. 

It has two spacious rooms connected 
by folding doors, and is supplied with 
electric fixtures, water and tollet con- 
veniences. A large, old-fashioned fire- 
place furnishes heat or ventilation as 
the season demands. The furnishings 
are in keeping with the style of archi- 
tecture; home-made rag rugs are used 
for the floor coverings; a square piano 
occupies One corner, and, scattered 
about, are mission chairs, tables and 
comfortable rockers. 

One room is used as a rest room for 
women and children from the country. 
A matron is in attendance from 8:30 
a. m. to 5 p. m. on all week days, and 
every attention is given to strangers. 
The rest room has become so popular, 
and is considered such an indispensa- 
ble county convenience, that the coun- 
ty commissioners, on recommendation 
of the grand jury, have decided to 
make an annual appropriation of $60 
for its maintenance. An equal amount 
is donated by the board of aldermen. 

Splendid Library. 

The other room of the cabin is fitted 
up as a library and is stocked with 
several hundred well-chosen volumes, 
the most recent addition being a su- 
perb set of “Stoddard’s Lectures.” The 
library is opened every Thursday and 
books are distributed Ly the librarian. 
Persons not connected with the club 
are permitted to read the books for a 
nominal sum. Recently a pay shelf of 
choice books has been plgced@ at the 
disposal of club members. 

The club holds its monthly meetings 
at the cabin. The membership is di- 
vided into a score of working commit- 
tees, forming a bee-hive of industry 
in which each committee diligently 


| shapes its own particular cell, and to- 


gether they evolve the symmetrical 


whole. 
Clean-Up Day. 

The club has inaugurated clean-up 
day for the town; built a rock foun- 
tain in the mark; put concrete steps to 
the public school building; tiled the 
front walk and built a concrete wall 
around the campus, It is erecting a 
stone chapel on the cemetery hill that 
will cost $325, and other improvements 
have been projected. 

Much of the success of the Gordon 
county fair has been due to the wom- 
an's club, which has superintended the 
women and children’s department since 
it was originated in 1905. With a de- 
cade of usefulness Lehind it, the Cal- 
houn Woman's Club will not rest on 
its laurels, but will push forward to 
greater achievements in the years to 
come.

Born February 27, 1807. 
Died March 24, 1882. 
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LONGFELLOW’S YOUTH 

ENRY LONGFELLOW is remem- 

bered by his brothers and sisters 

as a lively boy, kind-hearted and 

alfectionate—the sunlight of the 

home—true, high-minded - and 

noble. But with all his liveliness 

he hated loud noises and begged 

his nurse to put cotton in his ears on the Fourth of 

Tuly. As a boy Longfellow loved books, one of hts 

early favorites being the “Sketch Book” by Wash- 

‘ington Irving. H{e was also very fond of Milton's 
poems. 

At the age of 14 Longfellow entered Bowdoin 
College. While a student in this college he began his 
literary career. Before he reached lis eighteenth 
year he wrote some of his most popular earlier 
poems, among which were: “Woods. in Winter,’ 
“The Spirit of Poetry,’ “Uivmns of the Moravian 
Nuns” and “Suurise on the Hills.” He was a hard- 
working student, and when he graduated from Bow- 
doin, at the age of 18, it was with high honors. 
Franklin Pierce, afterward President of the United 
States, and Hlawthorne, the novelist, were illustrious 
classmates of Longtellow. 

After graduating at Bowdoin, Longfellow spent 
three years in France, Spain, Italy and Germany, in 
view of fitting himself more fully for the professor- 
ship of modern languages, which had been offered 
him at Bowdoin. + In 1835 he made a second tour of 
Europe, visiting Denmark, Sweden, Holland and 
Switzerland. During this tour he made a speciai 
study of languages of the north. In 1836 he became 
professor of modern languages at Harvard Univer- 
sity, and keld this position until 1854.

He applied himself to the training of two 
crows with such diligence that he brought them the 
length of pronouncing with great distinctness the 
one a salutation to Caesar and the other a salutation 
to Antony. When Augustus returned conqueror, the 
man went out to meet him with the crow suited to 
the occassion perched on his fist, and every now and 
then it kept exclaiming, “Salve, Caesar, Victor Im- 
perator!” “Hail, Caesar, Conqueror and Emperor!” 
Augustus, greatly struck and delighted with so novel 
a circumstance, purchased the bird of the man for a 
sum which immediately raised him into opulence.

Our statute books are 
burdened with laws, many of which 
are never enforced, and some are 
even lost sight of and forgotten.”

the city recorder, said: “If all the 

laws in the city code were rigidly en- 

forced, nobody could live in Atlanta.” 
Are a Legal Bluff. 

To be perfectly fair with our old 


friends in the code, it may be said’ 


that some of them were never meant 
to be enforced, but were merely en- 
acted as a threat, for, as a learned 
judge once remarked, “Some laws are 
intended only as a menace and hold 
a place on the statute books as a 
sort of legal bluff.’ 

I have resurrected some of the old 
and forgotten laws of Atlanta to 
weave into this story of the ‘Dead 
Laws of a Live City” as bits of leg- 
islative rem‘niscences, because many 
of them bring to light phases of the 
old regime and remind the present 
lawmakers that law is not what legis- 
lators enact, but what the people de- 
termine shall control them. That is 
one reason, I suppose, why we have 
courts of equity as well as courts of 
law, and common law as well as stat- 
utory law. 

Before I get any further into this 


question of law I want it to be dis- 


tinctly understood that I am not in 
the remotest degree attempting to 
criticise any man or set of men or 
any official body or its representa- 
tives for not enforcing the 
hope this explanation and full and 
profuse apology will be satisfactory.

You can read again in the city code 
that it shall.-be unlawful for any per- 
son “to break, injure or deface any 
of the street lamps or lamp-posts, or 
gas fixtureg belonging to the city or 
the Atlanta Gas Light Company.” 
Now, if any person can find a gas 
lamp or lamp-post in the city of At- 
lanta, he is not only at liberty to 
break it, but will be given a prize for 
discovering a historical souvenir. This 
old gas lamp ordinance is_ section 
1797, and right next to it, in section 
1798, it is made unlawful for any 
person to break, deface or otherwise 
wantonly and improperly interfere 
with any of the gasoline lamps in the 
city. Well, gasoline lamps date be- 
hind the gas lamps—must have be- 
longed to the Marthasville era—and 
are prehistoric, 

City Violates an Old Law. 

Some of the old city laws are not 
only inoperative, but the city itseif 
is so disrespectful to them as to vio- 
late them. For instance, there is sec- 
tion 1736, which says it shall be un- 
awful for any person to bathe in a 
@ity park, and yet the municipal au- 
fhorities provide for and encourage

bathing in Piedmont park, and will 
soon do so in other parks. 

Can you find anywhere in Atlanta 
a barber shop which displays a sign 
announcing whether it ig exclusive 
for white or negro patrons? Section 
1800 of the code says such signs shall 
be displayed by every barber shop in 
the city. 

It is unlawful, according to the city 
code, as stated in section 1831, for 
any vehicle to pass any church on 
Sunday during services faster than a 
walk. Just note some Sunday how 
the autos go dashing by the temples 
of religion, and then say whether or 
not this law is dead or alive. 

Little boys, do you know that there 
is a~-law in Atlanta against decoying 
and trapping mocking birds? No? 
Well, look up section 1836, and then 
let the mocking birds alone. 

Although the business of ticket 
scalping wag tabooed many years ago, 
you can still find in section 1844 
that the laws of Atlanta prohibit ticket 
scalpers from standing on the side- 
walks and calling out to persons pass- 
ing by in order to induce patronage. 

Fortune Telling Not Allowed. 

Section 1852 of the code says: “It 
shall be unlawful for any person in 
the city of Atlanta to practice the 
calling or profession of fortune teller 
or astrologer. Any person violating 
this ordinance shall, on conviction 
thereof, for each offense, be fined in 


a sum not exceeding $100 and costs, | 


or imprisoned not exceeding thirty 
days, either or both, in the discretion 
of the recorder’s court.” Any com- 
ment on this old law is unnecessary. 
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#hd note how fast autos run over 
them? After satisfying yourself about 
this, read section 2442 in the city 
code, and you will find that it says: 
“It shall be unlawful to drive any 
dray, carriage or other vehicle over 
or across any public bridge in this 
city faster than a walk.” This means, 
of course, faster than a man can 
walk. If you do not think this law is 
properly classed as one of the dead 
laws of a live city, then you try to

hall street viaduct. 
An Old Parking Law. 


Those would-be progressive mem- 
bers of council who have been try- 
ing to get a law enacted which would 
prevent the parking of autos on cen- 
tral and crowded business streets are 
either not aware that there is an old 
law covering this question or do not 
wish to take advantage of one of the 
ancient statutes. Section 2444 of the 
city code says: “It shall be unlawful 
for the owner or person in charge of 
any carriage, hack, wagon, dray, cart, 
hand-cart or other vehicle to leave 
such vehicle standing on the streets 
without a team attached to it, and 
some person either in charge of the 
team or near at hand to move it so 
as to prevent the obstruction or 
blocking of the streets or endanger- 
ing the public by run-away or other- 
wise.” Astute lawyers may quibble 
autos out of this section, but it seems 
to read very plain to the lay citizen.

There, now, I have given what the 
law says &nd will make no further 
remarks on the above section, for I 
know I am in danger of bringing 
down upon my head the maledictions 
of hundreds of little children who 
find their almost daily pleasure and 
recreation in roller-skating over the 
smooth and tempting tiled sidewalks. 

“Bumpety-bumpety-bump.” 

This is an imitation of the discord- 
ant noise and disagreeable motion of 
trolley cars that can be heard almost 
any day in Atlanta. It is caused by 
what is known as “flat” wheels, which 
nobody, not even officers of the law, 
take any cognizance of, and make no 
efforts whatever to have discontinued 
by legal prosecutions, which are war- 
ranted by the laws of Atlanta. I am, 
therefore, constrained to include in 
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my compendium of the “Dead Laws 
in a Live City” section 2727, in which 
I read: 

“It shall be unlawful to run >or use 
on the streets of Atlanta any street 
car or cars with what is known as 
‘flat’ wheels, and any superintendent 
or person acting as superintendent of 
motive power for the company using 
such flat wheel shall be fined the 
sum of $10; provided, that there shall 
be no conviction for violation of the 
provisions of this section until the 
motorman operating such car, or the 
superintendent or general manager of 
such railway companies, shall have 
two hours’ notice of the condition of 
such defective wheel, such notice to 
be given by any police officer of the 
city.” 

The original law provided for no 


merly prosecutions and convictions. It 
was at the street car company’s insti- 
gation that the ordinance was amend- 
ed, and since then the law hag not 
been enforced. 

is This Law Violated? 

Section 2759 states that no street 
railway company shall ever be per- 
mitted to haul freights on any portion 
of its lines in the streets of Atlanta. 
This law, as it reads, is not only pre- 
scriptive, but perpetual. What about 
the daily trips of the street car com- 
pany’s express cars? 

If you ever chance to pass by one 
of the wagon yards in the city, inspect 
carefully and see if you can read any 
such sign as the following and which 
is required in front of ail wagon 
yards, under section 2918 of the city 
code: “Drunkenness, violence ard in- 
decent or obscene language forbidden 
under the penaity of not exceéding 
$100 fine or not exceeding thirty days’ 
imprisonment, or both.” In_ other 
words, owners of wagon yards are

So poig- 
nant was the horror that even after 
Lianoff had responded to the acclama- 
tions for the last time, and things had 
begun to calm down, a piercing shriek 
came from the middle of the house, 
hastening to a place where we 
could see, we discovered a small and 
very white-faced Russian girl, per- 
haps 15 years old, just succumbing to 
an attack of hysteria. People 
crowded around her quickly with 
smelling salts and glasses of water, and 
the last we saw of her she was lying 
back, limp and helpless, apparently in 
a dead faint. Knowing something 
about the theatrical desire for creat- 
ing a sensation whfch is characteris- 
tic of these little temperamental for- 
eigners—and others—I have a strogg 
suspicion that if someone had sud- 
denly yelled “Fire!” or told her her 
hair was coming off, she would have 
made an instant.recovery. But no one 
was so hard-hearted or so sensible, so 
the little girl made the most of her 
thrill, and is probably relating the ex- 
perience now with much unction. 

“Siegfried,” third of the “Ring’”’ 
operas, was given last Monday after- 
noon at the Metropolitan. Hensel

"The Sunday Concerts. 


At the Sunday Philharmonic concert 
this week, Katherine Goodson, the 
American pianist, was the solo artist. 
She played a concerto by Tschaikow- 
sky, the first Tschaikowsky composi- 
tion to become Known in this country. 
It has ,some exquisite spots in it 
though there are places [don’t particu- 
larly like. But I had no fault to find 
with Katherine Goodson’s playing. 
She was satisfying. ‘There was so 
much decision, so much thorough un- 
derstanding, so much just plain musi- 
cianship about her performance it was 
an unqualified delight to hear her. 
The other number on the program 
which interested me particularly was 
the prelude to” the third act of Victor 
Hlerbert's “Natoma.” I hadn't heard 
the opera, and candidly, I hadn’t been 
very anxtous to, but now I take it all 
back. That prelude had elements of 
something I should like to call great- 
ness. It was not the least com 
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antiquated laws of the city do not 
count in a live city. 
Fires Near Sidewalk Curbs. 

It is unlawful, under section 1091, 
for any person to build or maintain 
a fire in any of the public streets 
within three feet of any curbing. If 
you do not think this law is a dead 
letter, just keep a watch next fall 
when piles of dead leaves are being 
burned, both by citizens and em- 
ployees of the city. This law was 
enacted to prevent the heat from fire 
cracking or scaling the granite or 
concrete curbs. 

There igs another law along the 
same line which forbids any person 
to carry an uncovered or open light 
into a stable or barn or any place 
where, provender or trash is contain- 
ed. This may be said to be one of 
Atlanta’s dark as well as dead laws, 
because it is so difficult to see it vio- 
lated. , 

Now I come to a whole chapter of 
Atlanta laws which are as dead as 
any mackerel that lies embalmed in 
brine. I refer to chapter 57 of the 
new and revised code of the city of 
Atlanta, which deals with the “liquor 
traffic.”” There are several sections 
which regulate the licensing and sale 
of spirituous and malt liquors and 
wines in the city. All of these laws 
were “knocked into a cocked hat,” to 
use an old sporting phrase, by the 
state-wide prohibition law. When the 
legislature declared that Georgia was 
a prohibition state, there were in the 
city code of Atlanta all of the old 
liquor laws, and they are there stil, 
none of them having ever been re- 
pealed. 

In these defunct liquor laws you 
can still read of the liquor limits, 
of free lunches, of closing on holidays, 
of screens and obstructions, of the 
price of licenses, of the opening and 
closing hours, and of how drug stores 
shall sell whisky in connection with 
drugs. These laws may not be dead, 
but sleeping, and if the time ever ar- 
rives when Georgia becomes wet 
again, Atanta’s code will be found 
ready and waiting with its.full supply 
of laws regulating the liquor traffic. 

Would you believe it, that preach- 
ers violate the law? Yeta good many 
of them do, for by neglect or over- 
sight they have contributed to the 
collection of dead city laws, as there 
is a section, 1550, which says: “It 
shall be the duty of every clergyman, 
magistrate or other person, who shall 
perform any marriage ceremony with- 
in the city of Atlanta, to report each 
marriage ceremony solemnized by 
him to the board of health office 
within forty-eight hours’ thereafter, 
giving the full name, age, color, oc- 
cupation, birthplace (state and coun- 
ty), and legal residence of each per- 
son married, and the date of mar- 
riage.” Do all the preachers obey this 
law? I leave it for them to answer. 

But why go on exhuming Atlanta’s 
legal relics or exposing her skeletons 
in the closet? I have mentioned only 
a few of the dead laws; there are 
many others, but these will suffice to 
show that the city code is not made 
up entirely of the “Atlanta Spirit.” 

And the Council Helps. 

I want to mention, before I con- 
clude, that the general council, that 
august body which makes all the laws 
for Atlanta, violates the city charter 
itself. It has adopted a rule of pro- 
cedure which prohibits the call of a 
yea and nay vote unless the vote Is 
a final disposition, and by this rule 
it openly yiolates the city charter, for 
section 90 of the charter says, “Each 
member of the general council shall 
have the right to call for the yeas 
and nays and have the same reco~1- 
ed on the minutes in all cases.” The 
general council May do a great many 
things that are not just exactly re,u- 
lar, but probably oversteps its au- 
thority a little too much when it v¥‘o- 
lates the charter of the city. 

What has become of the board of 
municipal research? In asking this 
question I mean-to infer that the ordi- 
nance creating that body seems to 
be as dead as any of the other defunct 
laws. It came into existence with a 
great flourish, held one or two hurrah 
meetings and then collapsed. 

It is. always appropriate in speak- 
ing of the dead to say nothing but 
good—“De mortuis nil nisi bonum”— 
and I have, therefore, tried to handle 
as considerately as possible the ashes 
of Atlanta’s dead laws, which are now 
so carefully preserved in the urn of 
the city code. It is also appropriate 
under such circumstances to write a 
suitable epitaph, so here it is: 


In memory of the defunct laws: 
While memories cling about them, 

Disturb them not—let them sleep on—- 
We have enough without them.

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About a year ago I was asked by 
the editor of Country Life In America 
to contribute to a series of articles, 
still running in that publication, under 
the general caption: “Cutting Loose 
From the City.” 

This symposium, as explained by the 
introductory note of the editor, is “a 
series of articles giving the personal 
history of men and women who had 
the courage to break away from life 
in the city and start anew in the coun- 
try. The stories tell of the difficulties 
and just how the start was made, and 
the fight waged. They are human doc- 
uments calculated to be an inspiration 
and a great help to others who are 
contemplating taking this momentous 
step.”’ | 

Mine has been an experience fitting 
exactly into the scheme of this edi- 
tor’s. inspiration. Raised in one of 
those beautiful inland river towns of 
the state of lowa, surrounded by pur- 
suers of agriculture, with whom, how- 
ever, I had never been 4 participant, 
Il had left there at maturity to begin 
the work of a newspaper man in Chi- 
cag, which work was not dropped for 
than a dozen of years after- 
wards. One of the great eastern rail- 
roads then called me to New York to 
organize its advertising and industrial 
departments. A great cereal company 
then claimed me as the managing head 
of what has ever since been recognized 
by experts, and the general public, 
also, as one of the most spectacular 
campaigns in the history of adver- 
tising, a campaign which resulted in 
the expenditure of a publicity fund of 
$1,250,000 in the course of a single 
twelve-months’ period. A great sud- 
scription book campaign, conducted bs 
the best Known publication house in 
the United States, was still enlisting 
my best energies when the “call o: 
the land’ became irresistible, and I be- 
came numbered among those who had 
“Cut Loose From the City. 

Four amazingly short years of coun- 
try life had passed when the ger 
of “Country Life’ found me ant 
claimed me as a shining example of 
the doctrine he desired to preach. oe 
the meantime I! had, as one of my 
friends had expressed it, ‘‘out-Geor- 
gianed the Georgians’ in my enthusi- 
asin for the south, its wonderful pos- 
sibilities, its unquestionable great fu- 
ture, its irresistible beauties, its splen- 
did climate. To old-time city visitors, 
who, without exception, had asked if 
the city was not still a lure, | had 
replied that |! would not exchange my 
shady walk between the house and the 
barn for the whole, long, variable 
length of Broadway, had taken them 
to my front porch, there to ask if 
there was anything even in the great, 
brilliantly lighted groups of city sky- 
scrapers to compare with the gorgeous 
panorama of mountain beauty which 
stretched away before us. 

With the business side of my enter- 
prise I had no reason, either, to be 
dissatisfied. It was not difficult, 
therefore, for the mragwazine editor to 
convince me the story of Georgia 
mountain orchards W ould be of inter- 
est, and of value. 

And so it came to be written.

seen these people finally find unbear- 
able the lack of the super-conveniences 
to which they had been used in the 
City, and move away, not caring 
whether their country business ven- 
ture was a success or a failure. I had 
come to the belief that financial coun- 
try success to the ex-cityite must be 
predicated upon country content, not 
only of himself, but of those who sur- 
round him. This point was particu- 
larly stressed, and at considerable 
length, in the manuscript submitted. 
My editor desired less of the -senti- 
mental and more of the financial, ar- 
guing that the main purpose of his se- 
ries of articles was to show that men 
of city training could embark in coun. 
try pursuits and make financial suc- 
cess. He pointed out that “Country 
Life’ had, for years, been dealing with 
the beauties of country existence, with 
the compensation it offers for aban- 
doned city pleasures. So the article 
came finally to deal chiefly with dol- 
lars and cents. 

This question of love of the country, 
however, remains to me yet the most 
important that confronts the city man 
who is contemplating the abancon- 
ment of the office for the farm. It 
should be asked of himself repeated- 
ly. It ghould be asked of his wife, 
and of his children. It should be test- 
ed in every available manner, If the 


.prospective fall beauty of a gorgeous 


chrysanthemum does not loom larger 
than the soiled hands of planting time 
his nature is not fitted for country 
life. If the shifting beauties of the 
clouds-o'er a quiet landscape are not 
as attractive as the tide of travel on 
a busy street country life will prove 
unbearable. If the stillness of the 
night, the wéil of the wind in the 
tree-tops, engender feelings of loneli- 
ness, instead of soothing, life in the 
country is not likely to be idyllic. 

This point of love of country may 
scem over-stressed, fantastic even; yet 
there is no question of its importance 
to the man whose life has been lived 
within four city walls. Financial suc- 
cess is dependent upon no single item 
more than personal content. The 
change involved is not that of one 
city street for another, or one city for 
another, It is one of striking con- 
trast and the city man should have 
an honest conviction that his love of 
the country will compensate for the 
many things he must leave behind in 
the city. 

No mention igs made in the list of 
tests of that question which has most 
frequently confronted many ae city 
man who contemplates removal to the 
country: namely, whether he will not 
become mentally stagnant on the 
farm. Farming today, to those who 
are making success, is a matter of 
science. For the study of things with 
Which he had to do in the city, the 
rewly-fledged farmer may substitute, 
if he choose, the broad fields of scien- 
tific agriculture, soil analysis, plant 
plant feeding, horticulture 
its many aspects, ,stock breeding, 
stock feeding and a hundred other 
live topics.. Farming presents for 30- 
lution a constant current of live, in- 
teresting problems; and it is the 
farmer who keeps abreast with the 
best thought and practice of his day 
who succeeds,

His judgment 
will tell him that the instructions of 
a northern authority, no matter how 
reliable they may be in the weat, are 
not always valuable to him in the 
south becauyga cf the variance of con- 
ditions, and he: will seek a southern 
authority on the same wubject. The 
simple fact of his self-acknowledg2d 
ignorance will keep him from goin 
far astray. “ 

Nor are instructions along the lines 
he desires hard to find. Few city resi- 
Cents of the United States realize the 
vastness and importance of the work 
the general government is doing 
through the department of agriaui- 
ture. Here is a department spending 
in round figures $8,000,000 per year in 
research and experiment calculated 
solely to increase the efficiency of the 
lands of the United States, It ran- 
sacks the world for fruits, and grains, 
and grasses; for woods and fibres; for 
animals; for economic processes which 
may be transplanted with value to 
Uncle Sam’s domain. It trieg these out 
when they are transplanted, finally to 
eliminate them or recommend them. 
Its experiment stations are in every 
state and territory, manned by men 
whose theories are put into actual 
test. Its study is everything that 
springs life’s laden from the ground; 
to improve it if it be of value: te 
evolve it into usefulness if it be of 
promise; to annihilate it if it be a 
menace to that which is good. It de- 
votes trained talent to the problem of 
eliminating or controlling those ene- 
mies of plant and animal life which 
reduce the productivity of agricultural 
} activity. 

When these scientific studies have 
been formulated into facts these facts 
are prepared for the agriculturalist, 
the horticulturalist, the stock-breeder, 
the dairyman, in terms within the 
comprehension of almost any man who 
can read the English language. The 
advice is sound; the instructions are 
simple, and, what is of most value, 
they are applicable to particular lo- 
calities. 

This advice costs, In most cases, only 
the effort to write a request for one 
or many of the hundreds of bulletins 
printed by the department of agricul- 
ture, ang a 2-cent stamp—a post card 
if it be desired to reduce this expendi- 
ture 50 per cent. 

Nor does the department of agricul- 
ture stop there. It, too, realizes that 
success is dependent to a large ex- 
tent upon contentment and happiness 
and has devoted many pamphlets to 
the solution of the problems of the 
country home, to the easement of the 
drudgeries of the household, to the 
addition to country homes at moderate 
cost of comforts and necessities which 
have, in the past been associated only 
with city homes. It pleads for the 
beautifying of the country house sur- 
roundings, tells what things to grow 
for that purpose and how to grow 
them. It tells the housewife the food 
value of the things which surround 
her, how to prepare them to secure 
their greatest value, how to can fruits, 
lay away meats ang vegetables for 
winter consumption. 

Health, too, this wonderful depart- 
ment of agriculture considers as an 
economic problem, and from it the 
farmer who desires may secure sound 
advice ag to the protection of his wa- 
ter supply, the disposal of sewage, the 
construction of buildings, how to 
recognize disease-breeders and protect 
himself against them. 

Accident, it now seems, had largely 
to do with the creation of Georgia 
mountain. orchards. 

One February day in 1906 found me 
at my desk in New York confronted 
by a “dull period” following several 
months of strenuous work, This “dull 
perted,” it developeq later, was the 
forerunner of that long stage of 
financial stress which engulfed the 
big cities of the country, and durmg 
it, as a resident in an agricultural 
community, I had my eyes opened, for 
the first time, to how little the opera- 
tions of Wall street have to do with 
the man whose sustenance comes out 
of the ground. While my city friends 
all were feeling the bite of the finan- 
cial stringency I was unable to ob- 
serve that the “hard times’ of the 
city in any way affected the country 
community of which I was then a part. 
My country friends were neither losing 
their business or losing their jobs, 
and the “high cost of living’ had not 
seemingly in any way interfered with 
their ‘three square meals a day.” 

That February day presented a 
situation which made a few days in 
the open with dog and gun seem not 
only desirable, but possible, and I be- 
gan consideration of where to gu. 
“Open” game seasons could be found 
at that time of the year only in the 
south, of which I knew little. A maga- 
zine advertisement of the Tallulah 
Falls railroad, seeking timbermen 
along a new extension from “The 
Fails” northward, met my eye as a 
guide post to what I was seeking. 

Providence, perhaps, had taken a 
hang in the problem, for I left New 
York in a driving snow storm, Twen- 
ty-two hours later I got off the train 
at Cornelia, in air as balmy as that 
of an ideal September day in the 
north. I was confronted, too, by the 
things with which I had always been 


‘eeu the same trees, the same 


with dog and gun I made 


fields of corn and of grain—all old 
friends. But to these “homey” things 
were added new interests, the great 
mountains breaking the sky line to 
the northward, the pretty brooks and 
Yivulets in every cleft of the hills, 
plants that had encroached thus far 
from the farther south, but which 
could not survive the rigors of the 
northern states. 

Every hilltop surrounding the towns 
of Cornelia, Baldwin, Alto and Mount 
Airy I found covered with peach 
trees, and as I traveled through these 
inquiries 
as to why they were there. 

I was told that from this section 
came the finest peaches raised in the 
United States, a fact which I after- 


(wards verified among the commission 


men of New York. I was told that 
the, fruit from this section brought the 
highest price of any put upon the do- 
mestic market, a fact which I after- 
wards demonstrated among the dealers 
of New York, The reason Yor the 
quality of the. fruit, it was explained, 
lay in the high altitude in which it 
Was grown, and in the extraordinary 
color which was imparted to it through 
some constituent of the soil; the rea- 
son for the high price at which it 
was sold lay in the fact that no other 
section of the United States was mar- 
keting peaches when those from Cor- 
nelia district were being shipped. I 
found, too, that the Southern railroad 
and the Fruit Growers’ Express were 
giving a magnificent service to the 
great markets, operating fruit trains 
on passenger train schedule. I found 
that the statistics of the state showed 
but three absolute peach crop failures 
during the sixteen previous years. I 
graduated into a student of costs, of 
raw land, of the right kind of land, of 
exposures, of the expense of planting 
and of maintaining orchards, 

And all these days the glory of the 
southern winter, the clearness of the 
air, the beauties of the scenery were 
growing upon me. 

I found the orchard interests largely 
in the hands of men who, like myself, 
had lived their lives in cities. One 
had been one of Atlanta’s foremost 
attorneys. Another had been a lawyer 
at Macon. Another had been a mining 
engineer in Central America: ‘One is 
the man who introduced the American 
bicycle and the American oil stove into 
Kurope. Another was the builder of 
railroads. One had been a newspaper 
proprietor in New Jersey. Another had 
held high office in railroad circles in 
Washington. Another is an expert ac- 
countant. Another represented a Geor- 
gia district in the national house of 
representatives. Another was a banker 
at Commerce, All were solid, level- 
headed business men and each was in 
the orchard business primarily for 
money making purposes. Most of them 
confided to me that they had known 
absolutely nothing of the gentle art of 
raising peaches before they embarked 
in the enterprise. 

I decided the wife and the youngster 
also needed a change from the rigors 
of the northern winter, and sent for 
them. 

I refrained from saying anything 
about the orchard business during the 
first few days of their stays -The great, 
broad valley, with its touches of green 
where the pines were standing, the 
blue-capped mountains in the. dis- 
tance and the rolling hills about us, 
the bright sunshine and the invigorat- 
ing air were talking to them with na- 
ture’s eloquence. 

After a few days I took them to a 
wooded hill just without the town. We 
clambered down on either side to pic- 
turesque brooklets, investigated a pret- 
ty waterfall and Aried ‘to imagine 
what the mountain view might be if 
the timber were cleared from the high- 
est point of the knoll. 

Then I confessed I thought of buy- 
ing it, and we “talked peaches.” We 
couldn’t move there right away, of 
course, I explained, but we might have 
this fifty acres of hilltop cleared of 
its timber and set out to peach trees, 
and then some day, when our fortunes 
had been made in the city we would 
come down and build a home on the 
hilltop and just live the rest of our 
days. 

It sounded rather dreamy 
away and was very entrancing. 

So we bought the fifty acres, which, 
I pointed out, lay just out of town— 
not too far and not too near—was on 
the “big” road traveled by most of 
those whom we hoped to make our fu- 
ture friends, near to school and with 
a very promising view of the beauti- 
ful mountains, — 

Before many days we had figured 
that fifty acres of orchard were not 
enough, so options were taken on ad- 
joining tracts, which we intended to 
“develop out of the profits of the fifty- 
acre tract after we came down to live.” 

Then came the question: “Why not 
now 2” 

We knew we loved the county. Weeks 
in camp during northern summers, one 
camping experience, when the young- 
ster was only a toddler, with the snow 
banked up against our tent, had 
proven that. And here was a place 
where most of the months of the year 
niight be spent out of doors, where the 
business of life lay in the open, 

Besides, we had had many talks such 
as come to most salaried men and their 
wives. 

Things were going well then; had 
been going well as we had struggled 
up from the days of my cub-reporter- 
ship. But, somehow our expenses had 
always grown with my salary. There

| was a snug sum laid by, but with the 


J 


present rate of saving and ten years 
more of successful work the aggregate 
ef savings would not suffer us to live 
in a city as we had been .used. And 
ten years more of the présent strenu- 
ous life probably would see me pretty 
well “used up’-—-and ten years older, 
which, withthe demand of modern in- 
stitutions for young blood, would count 
for much. 

So we went to figuring again, getting 
estimates of costs and doubling them, 
securing estimates of probable revenue 
and cutting them in two, figuring t 
the cost of living, seeing what there 
was to be had in the stores, and what 
the school facilities were, and, almost 
before we had realized it the question: 
“Why not now?” had found its answer. 

Back in New York most of our 
friends considered us crazy, and some 
of them told us so. To three, however, 
who credite@d their friend with some 
modicum of business sense, our deci- 
sion to go into the country struck deep- 
er. They, too, became interested in 
costs and in revenue. There was evolv- 
ed, finally, that plan of co-operative 
orchard development which was con- 
sidered to be the valuable feature of 
The Country Life article. The plan 
provided for my return to Georgia to 
take charge of the active work of de- 
velopment while the other three meim- 
bers @f the co-partnership remained at 
their posts to produce capital for the 
work, the understanding being that 
when the orchard had reached a stage 
where its revenues were sufficient for 
the needs. of the four families the re- 
maining three cityites were to cut loose 
and make their homes thereafter on the 
orchard property, for which purpose 
the most beautiful part of the planta- 
tion has been reserved. As pointed out 
in The Country Life article this plan 
“seems to point the way through most 
of the objections confronting the aver- 
age city being who longs for independ- 
ence and a life in the open. It provides 
capital as needed for the gradual de- 
velopment of an orchard large enough 
to be really worth while; it eliminates, 
at the outstart, that bugbear of ‘so- 
cial isolation’ and holds out in its stead 
the hope of a delightful group of not 
only one’s kind but of one’s own best 
friends. It solves the problem of the 
associates of one’s children, and, if 
need be, the problem of their education. 
It reduces to a minimum the hazard of 
the undertaking, for such articles of 
co-partnership may provide that in the 
event of the disability of any one of 
the subscribers to produce his monthly 
share of the finances the others shall 
care for his interests during the term 
of disability.” 

Time h@s proven the original esti- 
mate of the cost of developing the 
orchard not far from correct. With 
these costs as a basis it was com- 
puted thatthe proposition was a good 
one, from a revenue standpoint, if the 
orchard produced not more than three 
crops out of five, and if the net re- 
turns per tree per year were not more 
than one-half what the fruit-growers 
in that section had been receiving. It 
was estimated that an orchard of 
50,000 trees, planted at the rate of 
10,000 per vyvear, might be developed 
through a four-year period at an @x- 
penditure of $400 permonth and that 
after the expiration of the fourth year 
the revenues of the orchard would 
provide for the development of the re- 
maining acreage. 

Six weeks after my first visit to 
Georgia i was a lone camper at the 
edge of my first clearing on the wooded 
hill we had chosen for our home. The 
wife and the youngster were still in 
the north waiting until such time as I 
could provide shelter for them. And 
here at the edge of a lonely wood, 


with no “home” other than the little 
tent which sheltered me, separated, for 
the first time, from my loved ones, l 
had to wage the first fight with my- 
self. Now that it was undertaken, the 
venture looked serious enough. Be- 
hind were all the beaten tracks; ahead 
nothing but the unknown and the un- 
tried. The agony was real enough, the 
doubts black enough, that first lonely 
night, in that lonely spot, but the bat- 
tle was won, and at daybreak | was 
ready to face the future. 

First for consideration was the 
building of a tenant house, for no 
work could be done on the place until 
I had a shelter for tue workers. Car- 
penters were soon busily at work, and 
in the course of a few days, at an ex- 
penditure of $125, the wal's of 
rough-lumber, three-room 
gleamed yellow between 
trunks, and the “man” and 
were at home. 

Under a rough shack at the rear, 
was my first team of mules, purchased 
that day at a cost of $500. 

I was learning rapidly 
the construction of the tenant house, 
my association with the carpenters 
had enabled me to figure out the lum- 
ber bill for the barn, which, the wife 
andl had decided, during our first visit 
to the section, was to follow the artis- 
tic lines of an old Swiss house we had 
encountered in the back country. As 
it had been planned that the mules 
were to be kept in the shack and the 
barn given over to our  occupan- 
cy until’ such time as the house 
could be constructed, this barn 
was put up with reater care, per- 
haps, than is usaully expended 
crn buildings of that character, plenty 
of light and air being provided for by 
numerous large windows. The interior 
was then civided by rough, temporary 
partitions into a large living room, a 
tiny kitchen and two small bedrooms.

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Then the stored household goods were 
called upon for needed furniture, fa- 
millar rugs covered the rough side 
Walls of the structure, and the new 
temporary home was not only comfor- 
table, but in a way artistic as well. 

Then came the family reunion and 
the, to us, great enterprise of bul. .1s 
a home according to our own plans 
and under our own supervision. We 
had a corner-stone laying when. the 
foundations were started and solemnly 
deposited, much to the amazement and 
amusement of the laborers, coin of the 
realm, newspapers of the proper date, 
and other documents of sentimental 
value to us alone. We watched every 
timber to its place, and as the floor 
levels were fixed, began clearing for 
the mountain view, finding untold de- 
light in the discovery that it was more 
beautiful than we nad ever imagined 
it might be. Then came the delights 
of the inside tinishing, the staining 
of woods and tinting of walls in @ 
great living room, the placing of bath- 
room ‘and kitchen plumbing fixtures, 
the location of the acetyline lighting 
plant, and to’the hundreds of other 
things which were to add to our com- 
fort and happiness. Cold weather 
drove us from the barn home to the 
“big house” before the latter was fully 
completed, but by December we were 
sitting before a dancing fire in our 
4-foot fireplace, surrounded by all of 
the things we had loved, each in his 
own cozy chair. We felt that at last 
we were home. 

Meanwhile, too, a social fabric had 
been woven, different trom any we had 
known in our life. Country friend- 
ships, we had discovered, were far 
more intimate, vastly more generous 
than we had known in the cities, 
“Home” was at man- firesides. 

Winter evenings found us gravely 
discussing the last-read chapter of 
Draper’s “Conflict,” or laughing over 
the escapades of “Handy Andy;” 
solemnly discussing the values of fer- 
tilizers, or the latest styles in ladies’ 
hats. We settled, to our own satisfac- 
tion, all of the pending controversies 
between nations, and laughed over the 
antics of Wall street. Or, if the mood 
was right, the visitor stretched out his 
feet toward the fire and lost himself in 
a book, to emerge only to find that it 
was too late to go home and to accept 
the cordial invitation for the night. 

Before it was completed, our own 
home was the meeting place of a club 
which numbered a_ once-leading At- 
lanta attorney as its “king,” and the 
governor of the state as “vice roi;” 
that included among its members a 
contralto who had been a famous New 
York church singer, a baritone once 
called “the best In all England,” a 
soprano who had been trained for 
grand opera, and several clowns of 
their own making. Such meetings in 
the country are of real, unaffected fel- 


}lowship, and contrast strangely with 


the “afternoon teas” and “reception 
the Country Life article, “the company 
crushes” of city life. 

“In the meantime,” to quote from 
plans had not been overlooked. Late 
in August a tract of 414 acres, splen- 
didly located for orchard purposes, was 
secured on a first payment of $1,000. 
Every acre of this tract was covered 
with heavy timber, and a house being 
the necessary precedent to a regular 
hand the first work of clearing was let 
by contract. Whether done by our own 
labor or by conffact, this work of 
clearing land, up to the stage of burn- 
ing, has cost an average of $4 per 
acre. 

“While this contract work was in 
progress our first team of mules, pur- 
chased for $350, was hauling lumber 
for two houses and a barn, all of which 
were completed within a few weeks. at 
a cost for each of the houses of $125, 
and for the barn of $200. 

“By late January one of these houses 
was occupied by a family in which 
were two men and three women capa- 
ble of field service. The selection. for 
the other was not so fortunate, as 
there was in only one strong la- 
borer. 

“With the help of several other men 
living in the neighborhood, the brush 
and logs were burned, orchard rows 
were laid out, holes dug for the trees 
and the little nursery stock planted by 
the first of April. 

“Eighty-five acres of the orchard had 
come into being, at a cost, including 
the trees, of $14.07 an acre. 

“Then, with a force of three men and 
three women, the first year’s cultiva- 
tion Was begun, the equipment con- 
sisting of three mules, a g00q wagon, 
necessary plows and cultivators. Fall 
found us with a cotton crop sufficient 
to cover the fertilizer bills for the en- 
tire place, and with feed enough to 
carry us through the winter, The 
cost of maintenance that first year 
was $14.75 per acre. 

“The early fall of 1907 saw the com- 
pletion of. four more houses, which 
were easily filled with good men who 
welcomeg a winter of work in the 
tiraber to be followed by regular work 
thioughout the summer. The timber 
now was heavier and late January 
found but 65 acres cleared, but as this 
woulg just plant the 10,000 trees con- 
templated we were even with our 
schedule. By the time  burning-off, 
laying-off, hole-digging, and planting 
were completed each acre had cost 
$13.69 for labor and $3.50 for trees. 
Maintenance:- of the new part for the 
year reached $14.75 per acre, and 
maintenance of the first year’s plant- 
ing again touched the same figure. 
The spring of 1908 found us, there- 
fore, with six tenant houses, two barn 
buildings, a blacksmith shop, eight

! heag of stock, all necessary machinery 


and tools, the second payment on the 
land, and with an orchard of 20,000 
trees, 10,000 approaching their second 
| year of growth, 10,000 just planted. 

“During the winter of 1908-9 another | 
block of 65 acres was cleared, pre- | 
pared and planted, this time at @ cost 
of $12.50 per acre for labor and $3.50 
for nursery stock. The maintenance 
of the first block dropped that sum- 
mer to about $7 per acre, no crops be- 
ing planted among the trees and the 
land being in condition to permit the 
use of heavier machinery. Block 2 
cost for maintenance the same as 
Block 3—about $15 an acre. Cotton 
again paid fertilizer bills and the corn 
crop met all th@®¥requirements of the 
stock. 

“During the winter of 1909-10 neo 
new land was opened up, as it was aDpe- 
parent that the cost of maintenance, 
including spraying and  ferttlization 
which had now become necessary, was 
approaching $300 per month. That 
winter, too, our first packing house 
was built at an expense of about $300, 
and the railroad laiq the first section 
of what eventually will be a big sid- 
ing. This first section calling for an 
outlay on our part of $400. Two ad- 
ditional houses were secured and the 
place was run during 1910, with a 
foreman, two ‘croppers’ ang their 
families, eight men and nine women ° 
and children. 

“Rarly in the sprine of 1910 the co- 
partnership ended and a corporation, 
in whick no stock is for sale, took its 
Place It was advisable that the prop- 
erty be valued by disinterested par- 
ties before the reorganization took 
place, and two experts were engaged 
for that purpose. Working independ- 
ently each returned about the same 
valuation—nearly $50,000—and since 
that time our trees have added two 
season's growth. The land is paid for, 
the plant is adequate for the present 
orchard, the maintenance charge of 
which is growing less as its physical 
condition improves, and nearly one- 
half of the original purchase has yet 
to be developed.” 

The year 1910 found us with a small 
crop of peaches on our oldest trees, 
but, as had been expected. most of 
these dropped before maturity. Three 
cars were loaded, however, and these 
were sold on the New York market at 
about the expected prices, 

In 1911 we had a smal] crop on our 
oldest block of trees, and to this crop 
was given the best treatment that sci- 
entific investigations of government 
experts suggested, for severe cold had 
greatly reduced the crop prospects of 
the state. A power sprayer, purchased 
for $250, was put into operation, and 
the crop was thoroughly sprayed three 
times—once with arsenate of lead as a 
protection against curculio, and twice 
with a sulphur solution as a préven- 
tion of scab and rot.. When harvested 
these peaches were said to be the finest 
ever produced in the state of Georgia, 
and the New York commission house 
which sold them, declared them the 
“finest peaches in the world.” So per- 
fectly had the summer spraying ac- 
complished its work that hardly ‘ one 
imperfect peach could be found upon 
any of the trees. This fruit sold at 
higher prices than had ever before been 
received in the state of Georgia, each 
crate yielding a net return of above 
$3. Such prices, however, are unusual’, 
and the prospective peach grower must 
not base his estimates on any such 
figures. 

“This orchard may be duplicated in 
Cornelia section, at the present time,” 
to quote again from Country Life arti- 
cle, “by a few others; less extensive 
orchards may be developed in numbers 
proportionate to their size, for the acre- 
age adapted to fruit culture in all par- 
ticulars of drainage, soil and transpor- 
tation facilities is limited. 


is doomed within the next decade i 
my judgment is a certainty. Alre 
these mountain districts are the s 
mer mecca for thousands from 
warmer sections of the south, an 
winter home of many who will ne ong- 
er endure the rigors of the north, 
Scenically it is not surpassed by any 
other section. The influx of homesdéek- 
ers eventually will make the division 
of the big orchard more profitable thaa, 
its continuance 4s a whole. 

“The help, if there be any, to the 
country-dreaming city man in this sgto- 
ry of a Georgia orchard, lies in twe 
things. It is a fact beyond dispute 
that those who are making the great- 
est success of orchard work in this 
district are men who came out of the 
cities with absolutely no previous 
training along horticultural or agricyl- 
tural lines. Faced squarely by the 
knowledge of their own ignorance they 
have in every case sought and profit- 
ed by the advice of experts, and are 
ever receptive of the most advanced 
ideas. Their knowledge of business 
economies and of city conditions has 
made them invaluable in the further- 
ance of plans for the protection of 
themselves and others in marketing 
their product.

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HE people of Japan are often called the 
“French of the east,

A 
Japanese girl is wooed in many ways, tak- 
ing climate and conditions into consideration, 
the same as an English or an Italian girl. 

After a choice has been made a bunch of 
pale plum blossoms is thrown into her kaga 
or litter as she enters it to be carried to a 
friend’s wedding.

N Russia, everything, even.the courtship, is 
a blending of the orient and the occident. 
In the marriage relations and celebrations, 
«, the Russians blend the indifference of the 
west with the warm pulsing symbolism and 
earnestness of the east. The manner of their 
wooings is a blending of the customs of both 
lands. ie 
A Russian girl of 25 who finds hersel€ un- 
married is considered disgraced. She generally 
leaves home for a few years, then. At the 
end of the first year her friends receive letters 
from her saying that she is betrothed and later 
that she is married. After another year she 
returns home as a widow and says that her 
husband has died in a foreign country. As 
it is exceedingly bad form to question a woman 
about her dead husband, these “ widows of con- 
venience ” are treated with all the respect of 
real widows. % 
/'The Russians are deeply religions. They 
arrange their weddings and the de- 
tails of their wooings and marriages through 
a priest or priests and often through a 
“svacha”’ also. A svacha is a matrimonial go- 
between, a cross between a witch and a notary. 
Like the go-betweens of China, she knows the 
dowers, the endowments, and the requirements 
of a long list of clients. She also performs 
the office of the Chinese astrologer, predicts 
the futures of the about to be wedded, selects 
lucky days and details of the marriage, and 
takes care of all the formal family functions. 
Instead of consulting the stars, the Russian 
svacha consults cards. Many peasants and 
others believe that it is bad luck to be mar- 
ried without her aid. ‘ 
The betrothal ceremony takes place a week 
and a day before the marriage ceremony. Dur- 
ing these days the bride must weep and wail 
at the approaching separation from her par- 
ents. This is a custom in many. countries. 
Her friends cheer her by reciting poems and 
singing. She unbraids her long hair and dis- 
tributes the flowers and ribbons that have been 
coiled in it. As a girl she has always worn 
her hair low, but as a bride she must wear 
her hair high on her head and her friends re- 
mind her that she can no longer wear her hair 
low. The betrothal ceremony is leng and com- 
plex, although it is beautiful and impressive.

The aristocrats of the Arabian towns often 
send their boys to grow up as tent boys in the 
Bedouin tents so that they will become strong 
and manly. The boy dves not return home 
until he is grown to be a man, and he usually 
brings with him the memory of some soft eyed 
Bedouin girl who has spent so many pleasant 
hours with him during his boyhood. The 
father in town knows that the Bedouin girl is 
probably strong and healthy and is glad to 
send for her to become the wife of his son. 

The girl of the Bedouins comes riding upon 
a camel, which is wonderfully decorated with 
mirrors hung near its head and with tapes- 
tries and embroideries. There is a canopy of 
tinsel, silk, and fine cloth, all embroidered 
with verse from the Koran. Ostrich plumes 
complete the camel’s decorations. Some girl 
or woman friends ride with the bride. Be- 
hind them ride their attendants. All of the 
camels are gayly and luxuriously decorated. 
On one camel is the bride’s trousseau and her 
dower. Musicians, who beat incessantly upon 
kettledrums, make up a part of the procession.

An Arab has an absolute right to the hand 
of his girl cousin, and he must formally re- 
nounce the right before he can marry any one 
else. Ifa girl has more than one male cousin 
it is the right always of the eldest unmar- 
ried cousin to take her for a wife. 

Arabian girls are careful in their behavior, 
for should they commit any sin the shame 
would be felt by their whole family. Even if 
a woman does wrong, she is protected and 
her crime concealed if possible by her family. 

Many Arabian customs are the same or 
similar to old English ones. Centuries ago 
English lovers broke a coin between them, and 
so solemnized their betrothal. In some Arab 
tribes a man and a maiden break together, 
before three witnesses, a flat thin cake of 
almond paste, and then they are declared for- 
mally engaged. 

Among several of the Bedouin tribes, as 
soon as a maiden’s hand has been asked in 
marriage -her kinswomen surround her with 
incense fumes and the smoke of sweet woods. 
And, however far she moves, wherever she 
goes, this veil of sweet smoke must be kept 
around her until she takes her nuptial bath.

Among the Bedouins, too, after a lover has 
gained the girl’s father’s consent, he creeps 
behind her and throws a cloak over her. The 
girl pretends that she wishes to escape.

Her father and her lover kill a lamb outside 
her curtain. Her mother catches a cupful of 
the blood and with it anoints the bride. For 
three days and nights the betrothed girl lives 
alone in the tent, speaking to no one.

Why Woman Was Once Man’s 
Master, and Is Now His Slave 


OMEN were first of all man’s master. In the 
earliest primitive state of society, where 
mating took the place of marriage, the iden- 

tity of the father had not the same importance as to 
day. While woman was forced to invent places of ref- 
uge for herself and her children, man either wandered 
about hunting or heedlessly took advantage of ‘the 
fruits of hie mate’s sharpened wits. 

Woman was forced te find food for her offspring, and 
eo was the first to till the soll to notice end to set 
down the changes of the season's which affected her 
crops. So she became the first agriculturist and the 
first rude astronomer and weather prophet. To guard 
the health of her children she was forced to learn the 
medicinal properties of herbs, and so became the first 
physician. Confronted with the necessity of clothing 
her tender young, she invented coverings for their 
bodies, and so became the first weaver. To keep order 
among ber children and to keep peace between her lair 
and the laire of other women ashe was forced to invent 
a crude form of laws, and so she became the first law 
maker. 

Her knowledge gave her power. What man didn’t 
understand he feared. Besides, man’s work was the 
simple one of killing for meat and for protection. Even 
in these occupations woman shared. There is more 
than enough evidence to show that for many centuries 
woman ruled the world. She did so because of the 
things motherhood had forced her to learn! She was 
literally the wise woman.

published by Frederick A. Stokes Co., from which the 
following excerpts dealing with the question are taken. 


By OLIVE SCHREINER. 


T was mainly the necessity which woman was under 
of bearing her helpless young in her arms while 
procuring food for them and herself, and of carry- 


ing them while escaping from enemies, that led to the 
entirely erect position being forced upon developing 
humanity. 

When first man wandered, the naked, newly erected 
savage, we wandered with him; each step was ours. 
We bore the race, on our shoulders we carried it; we 
sought the roots and plants for its food; and, when 
man’s barbed arrow or hook brought the game, we 
dressed it Side by side the savage man and che 
eavage woman, we wandered free together and labored 
free together. And we were content. : 

Then a change came. 


We ceased from our wanderings, and, camping upon — 


one spot of earth, again the labors of life were divided 
between us. While man went forth to hunt, or to bat- 
tle with the foe who would have dispossessed us of all, 
we labored on the land. We hoed the earth, we reaped 
the grain, we shaped the dwellings, we wove the cloth- 
ing, we modeled the earthen vessels and drew the lines 
upon them. which were humanity’s first attempt at 
domestic art; we studied the properties and uses of 
plants, and our old women were the first physicians of 
the race, as often, its first priests and prophets. 

It might be said that we were then the honored 
rulers of the race. 

We endured our toil, as man bore his wounds, silent- 
ly; and we were content. 

Then again a change came. 

Ages passed, and time was when it was no longer 
necessary that all men should go to the hunt or the 
field of war; and when only one in five, or when one 
in ten was needed continually for these ia . Then 
our fellow man, having no longer full pation in 
his old fields of labor, began to take bis share in ours. 
He, too, began to cultivate the field, to build the house, 
to grind the corn; and the hoe, and the potter’s tools, 
and the thatching needle, and at last even the grind- 
stones which we first had picked up and smoothed to 
grind the food for our children, began to pass from our 
hands into his. 

If, indeed, we might no longer grow the food for our 
people, we were still itg dressers; if we did not always 
plant and prepare the flax and hemp, we still wove the 
garments for our race; if we did no longer raise the 
house walls, the tapestries that covered them were the 
work of our hands; we brewed the ale and the simples 
which were used as medicines we distilled and pre 
scribed; and, close about our feet, from birth to man- 
hood, grew up the children whom we had borne. At 
the doors of our houses we sat with our spinning 


wheels, and we looked out across the fields that were . 


once ours to labor in—and were contented. Lord’s 
wife, peasant’s, or burgher’s, we all still had our work 
to do! 

And then the great change came! 

Our spinning wheels are all broken; in a thousand 
huge buildings steam-driven looms, guided by a few 
hundred thousands of hands often those of men, pro-

altogether beneficent process, by means of 

which nature gradually brings animals and 
plants into accord with their environment, enabling 
the best of them to prevail in the struggle for ex- 
istence. : 

But a new and startling view has arisen concerning 
the processes of the strange force, or tendency, called 
evolution, according to which it may sometimes be as 
dangerous as a locomotive running away down hill. 
There appears to be no reason why the race of man 
himself should be regarded as exempt from this 
danger. 

This new view of evolution takes account of what 
Professor Arthur Denny, in a recent address before 
the Royal Society, called “momentum in evolution.” 

The idea is that the force of evolutionary change, 
if unrestrained, may become so one that it cannot be 
arrested by the organism subjected to it, and that the 
latter may thus be carried into extremes of develop- 
ment in certain directions, which will lead to the ultl- 
mate destruction of the entire race to which ft be- 
jongs. 
This has happened many times in the past. Pro 
fessor Denny recalls the fact, well known to all paleon- 
tologists, that many races of animals have, in the 
course of their evolution, and especially toward the 
end ‘of that course, developed enormously in size, and 
this super-development of size has almost invariably 
been fatal to the creatures subjected to it. 

This is shown by the monsters of the early geologic 
ages, as well as by those of what is called the Second- 
ary period. The overgrown eupterids, the gigantic 
labyrinthodonts, the enormous reptilians, some of 
which attained a length of nearly 200 feet, the Brob- 
dignagian mammals, such asthe tinoceras, no less than 
the atlantosaurus, the stegosaurus, and the plesiosau- 
rus, are now all extinct. The mammoth and the mas- 
todon no longer exist alive. Elephants and whales 
are survivals of this tendency to giantism in evolu- 
tion, and they are fast disappearing under modern

kept fast possession of the kneading trough and the 
brewing vat. Today, steam often shapes our bread, 
and the loaves are set down at our very door—it may 
be a man-driven motor car! The history of our house- 
hold drinks we know no longer; we merely see them 
set before us at our tables. Day by day machine-pre- 
pared and factory-produced viands take a large and 
larger place in the dietary of rich and poor, till the 
working man’s wife places before her houselold little 
that is of her own preparation. The maid servant has 
given place to the man servant, and the army of milk- 


maids has given place to the cream separator. Already” 


the domestic sewing machine, which has supplanted 
almost entirely the ancient needle, begins to become 
antiquated, and a thousand machines driven in fac- 
tories by central engines, explodes the ancient myth 
that it is woman’s exclusive sphere, and a part of her 
domestic toil, to cut and shape the garments she or 
her household wear. 

Looking round, then, with the uttermost impartiality 
we can command, on the entire fleld of woman's 
ancient and traditional labors, we find that fully three- 
fourths of it have shrunk away for ever, and that the 
remaining fourth still tends to shrink. 

And so hundreds of thousands of women have be 
come slaves of man and the machines.

It is thig great fact, so often and so completely 
overlooked, which Hes as the propelling force behind 
that vast and restless “Woman’s Movement” which 
marks our day 

We demand that, in that strange new world that is 
arising alike upon the,man and the woman, where 
nothing is as it was, and all things are assuming new 
shapes and relations, that in this new world we also 
shall have our share of honored and socially useful hu- 
man toil, our ful] half of the labor of the children of 
woman. We demand nothing more than this, and we 
will take nothing less. This ig our “Woman’s Right!” 

We make this demand, not for our own sake alone, 
but for the succor of the race. 

Only an eble and laboring. womanhood can perma- 
nently produce an able and laboring manhood; only 
an effete and inactive male can ultimately be produced 
by an effete and inactive womanhood. The curled 
darling, scented and languid, with his drawl, his deli- 
cate apparel, his devotion to the rarity and variety of 
his viands, whose severest labor is the search after 
pleasure, and for whom even the chase, which was for 
his remote ancestor an invigorating and manly toil 
essential for the meat and life of his people, becomes 
a luxurious and farcical amusement—this mele, 
whether found in the later Roman Empire, the Turkish 


harem of today, or in our North- 
ern civilizations, ts possible only 
because generations of parasitic 
women have preceded him. More 
repulsive than the parasite female 
herself, because a yet further prod- 
uct of decay, it is only the scent of 
his mother’s boudoir that we smell 
in his hair. 

It is not without profound inter- 
est to note the varying phenomena 
of sex-parasitism as they present 
themselves in the animal world, 
both in the male and in the female 
form. Though among the greater number of species 
in the animal world the female form is larger and more 
powerful than the male, yet sex-parasitism appears 
among both sex forms. In certain sea creatures, for 
example, the female carries about in the folds of her 
covering three or four minute and quite inactive males, 
who are entirely passive and dependent upon her. 

Among termites, on the other hand, the female has 
so far degenerated that she has entirely lost the power 
of locomotion; she can no longer provide herself or 
her offspring with nourishment or defend or even clean 
herself; she has become a mere passive, distended, 
bag of eggs, without intelligence or activity, she and 
her offspring existing through the exertions of the 
Slaves and workers of the community. Among other 
insects, such for example as certain ticks, another 
form of female parasit'sm prevails, and while the male 
remains a camplex, highly active, and winged creature, 
the female, fastening herself hy the head into the flesh 
of some living animal and sucking its blood, has lost 
wings and all activity and power of locomotion, hav- 
ing become a mere distended bladder, which when 
filled with eggs bursts and ends a parasitic existende 
which has hardly been life. It is not impossible, and 
it appears,. indeed, highly probable, that it has been 
this degeneration and parasitism on the part of the 
female which has set its limitation to the evolution 
of ants, creatures which, having reached a point of 
mental development in some respects almost as high 
as that of man, have yet become ¢uriously and im- 
movably arrested. 

It is the woman who is the fina) standard of the 
race, from which there can be no departure for any 
distance for any length of time, in ahy direction; 
as her brain weakens, weakens the man’s she bears; 
as her muscle softens, softens his; as she decays, de 
cays the people. 

Other causes may, and do, lead to the enervation 
and degeneration of a class or rgce; the parasitism, the 
slavery of women must. .

conditions of competition in the warfare of life. An 
enormous increase in mere bodily size, as Professor 
Denny points out, almost always results in the ez- 
tinction of the creatures which have failen victims 
to this evolutionary momentum. 

But thig is not all, and, from the point of view of 
man’s destiny, it is not the most important part of the 
story. The injurious effects of overgrowth often mani- 
fest themselves in the exaggeration of certain organs, 
or parts of the body, which at the beginning were of 
particular utility to the animals possessing them. But 
once started, the growth has continued until the over- 
development hag become first an embarrassment and 
then a fatal defect. 

The grotesque and gigantic beak and helmet of the 
hornbili is cited as an example of an organ which has 
been pushed by evolutionary momentum beyond the 
point of utility. Many of the colossal animals whose 
skeletons are found in the rocks of our western coun- 
try seem to have acquired in spite of themselves huge 
unmanageable horns, spines, and horny plates, which 
no doubt served them well while they were yet of 
moderate dimensions, but which continued to increase 
in size until they surpassed all useful Jimits, and be 
came a source of danger.and disadvantage to the 


- animals burdened with them. 


The “exuberant development” of some organs of this 
kind, in Professor Denny's opinion, may possibly be 
attributed to sexual selection, upon which he makes 
the significant remark that, “our daily experience of 
our own species seems to warrant us in believing that 
there is no Ifmit to the grotesque results which may 
ensue from the unlimited exercise of the aesthetic 
faculties by either sex.” But he adds “that it scarcely 
seems reasonable to attempt to explain all such 
bizarre and monstrous productions in this way.” 

The general explanation of the phenomenon appears 
to be that the overgrowth is an indirect result of 
natural selection. There is ground for believing that 
some brake exists, in the body itself, which is normally 
applied to restrain the growth of organisms and 
organs within moderate limits, but which, occasionally, 
is removed, “leaving the organism to rush to destruc- 
tion like a car running down Dill.” 

This internal brake, usually controlling the growth 
of the animal or the organ, seems to consist of secre 
tions in the body, the products of certain glands, 
which are known to physiologists as hormones. 

When the brake is removed by the elimination of 

lar hormones, the evolutionary momentum 
gathers force, becoming greater and greater until it 
gets beyond all control, and either the entire body,. or 
special organs from which the brake is taken off, leap 
forward and assume a monstrous development. The 


most dreadful of diseases, cancer, is due to the un- 
restrained multiplication of cells and abnormal growth 
of tissue, which “may very possibly be co-related with 
the extent to which some specific controlling secretion 
is produced in the body.” 

Right here the question may arise in the reader's 
mind, “What is it that controlg the varying activity of 
the hormones, and makes them so accommodating 
that in one case they give way in order to let the 
giraffe, for instance, develop an extravagant neck, and 
in another case they give way, in a different manner, 
in order that the elephant may have a long curling 
proboscis?” 

To this it must be answered that the precise 
mechanism of the hormones is not yet fully known, 
and it is only by the results attained that an inference 
can be drawn in regard to their mode of action. The 
process of evolution is by natural selection. When, 
for instance, the conditions of environment in which 
the giraffe found itself were such that only the indi- 
viduals possessing necks longer an the average 
could reach the leaves which served for their food, 
those particular individuals survived and reproduced 
their kind. The hormones controling the development 
of the tissues of the neck must, to begin with, have 
been weaker in their action in the individuals having 
the longest necks, and, as they reproduced their kind, 
the hormones in their offspring retained the same 
peculiarity; and this peculiarity became accentuated 
as time went on, and as the necessity for longer and 
longer necks developed, owing to some change, per- 
haps, In the growth of the vegetation on which they 
fed. Thug the action of the special hormones con- 
cerned became weaker and weaker. 

In the case of the elephant; it may be that the 
hormones controling the general size of the body were 
first weakened in their action, and then, as the animal 
became unable, on account of its unwieldy bulk, to

HE mystery of what became of the ten lost Tribes 
of Ierael, One of the most fascinating enigmas 
in Biblical history, has just been solved. Ruins 


and documents have been discovered In Dgypt which 
seem to show that at least eight of these tribes settled 
on the Island of Blephantine, in that country. 

For centuries the fate of the lost tribes has been in 
question. They never came back to Palestine when 
the remains of the tribes of Judah and Benjamin went 
back to rebuild the Temple at Jerusalem—but they 
must have gone somewhere. Any number of scholars 
have tried to trace them in the American Indians, in 
the Mexicans, in the Jews who settled in Southern 
Russia—but no one has been able to show by docu- 
»mentary evidence that any of these peoples was really 
the remnant or descendant of the Lost Tribes. 

It is known that their Assyrian conquerors settled 
their captives “in Halah and Habor, by the River of 
Gozan, in the cities of the Medes,” immediately after 
their captivity, but where they went after that has 
been the problem of now more than twenty-six centu- 
ries. Did they go to China, as some have suggested, 
and lose themselves in that vast population? No 
answer has been given to these questions that satisfies 
any one. But now, at last, there is something more 
than a supposition as to their fate. 

The temple discovered on the Island of Elephantine 
was built at the time of the destruction of Samaria, 
and the taking captive of the Israelites by Sargon II., 
King of Assyria, 722 B. C. It ig recorded in an in- 
scription found in Sargon’s palace at Nineveb that he 
carried away 27,200 of the people, but this was only a 
einall portion of the enormous population of all the 
Many must have es 
caped at this time, and it hag been suspected before 
that they went to Egypt, because Hoshea, who had at 
first been the vassal King, paying tribute to Assyria, 
formed an alliance with So, a ruler of Lower Egypt, 

and it is pecisely in this section of Egypt 
that the Island of Elephantine Hes, where 
nd Jewish Temple has now been discov- 
ere 
Ten years ago Professor Gayce, the noted 
English Biblical scholar, was present when 
native diggers searching for phosphate un- 
‘ @arthed a papyrus roll written in Aramaic, 
the colloquial form of late Hebrew. Two 
years later one or two other papyri from the 
same location were bought, and from these 
it was gathered that there had been a Jew- 
ish community at Elephantine at least 500 
B. C. There was mention of a Temple of 
Yahveh—or Jehovah—built like the Egyp- 
tian temples, and the oath “By Yaho” (Jeb- 
veh) occurs several times in the documents. 


Systematic excavation at the spot was lately begun 
by Dr. O. Rubensohn, acting for the Royal Museum at 
Berlin, and he was fortunate enough to discover quite 
a number of Aramaic ments shedding a ficod of 
light upon this period and the Jews who lived at Ble 
phantine. 

The Aramaic in which these documents is written !s 
just like the language used in some parts of Daniel, 
Ezra and Nebemiah, and goes far to. show how carly 
the use of Aramaic was, and that it was not b 
from Assyria by the returning Jews after their 
but was used freely many centuries earlier. 

While the documents now brought to light date from 
494 B. C., they refer to a very long residence of the 
Jews at Elephantine, some authorities throwing the 
date back to 669 B. C. and earlier, or the very period 
of the Dispersion of Israel after the overthrow of 
Samaria by the Assyrians. Professor Maspero states 
that Psammetichus I. of Egypt placed outposts at the 
entrance to the passes leading from the desert into the 
Nile valley, and that he had fortified Elephantine 
against the Ethiopians. 

It ia plain from the documents discovered that this 
Jewish Temple was the centre of a Jewish military 
settlement, and who so well adapted to the needs and 
purposes of the Egyptians as the Israelitish warriors 
who had fled from the conquering Assyrian hosts. 

The fact that in the documents there is no knowledge 
of the command in Deuteronomy XII. against the wor- 
ship of Jehovah outside of Jerusalem, proves that the 
founding of the Temple at Blephantine must have taken 
place earlier than 621, the date assigned by scholars 
to the completion of that book. 

These Aramaic documents show the development of 
an Israelite colony, separated for several centuries at 
least from the home land. They had been at Yeb long 
enough to lose their ancestral speech (Hebrew), but 
they had continued to preserve their sacrificial cult, 
which required a temple for ite observance, and the 
recognition of Yahveh, the God of the Hebrews. 

In one of the smaller lapyri is found an injunction 
to the observance of the Passover, much like the com- 
mands in Deuteronomy and Bxodus, showing that these 
Israelites had their traditiong from a period earlier 
than the Babylonian Exile, for Nehemiah complains 
that the people had forgotten their feasts while away 
from the Holy Land. 

The most important document in the large collection 
is a petition sent to the Governor of Judaea, in the 
Fifth Century, B. C. It may be freel translated thus: 

“To our Lord Bagohi, Governor of Judaea, thy ser- 


vants Jedoniah and his associates the Priests (Koheni) 
in the fortress of Yeb (Elephantine) greeting: May 
the God of Heaven ask after the health of our Lord 
On every. ween se place thee in favour before 


the Elephant His Trunk, Ete.

When the conditions of the struggle for existence 
demand the development of some new organ, or bodily 
weapop, such as the wild boar’s tusk, natural selection 
favors those individuals in which it grows most rapid- 
ly and attains the greatest size during the individual's 
lifetime, and these individuals will be those in which 
the controlling hormones are the least active in re 
straining the growth of the particular organ con- 
cerned. But, when the process has been repeated 
from generation 
to generation the 
secreting glands 
may be eliminat- 
ed from the race, 
or may cease to 
produce the par- 
ticular hormone 
in question, and 
then the organ 
will eventually 
surpass the opti- 
mum size, and 
become a disad- 
vantage to its 
possessor, and at 
last a cause of 
the destruction of 
the race. 

With reference 
to such cases, 
Professor Denny 
says: “It appears 
to me that natu- 
ral selection, hav- 
ing once let go 
her control of 
growth, would 
be unable to re. 
gain it. In order 
that she might do 
so it would be 
necessary either 
that the glandu- 
lar organ which originally produced the inhibiting hor- 
mone should be again developed or that some other 
organ should take its place. It is however, generally 
admitted that an organ once lost is never redeveloped, 
and it does not seem likely that any other giandular 
organ would be able to take on new duties and provide 
the necessary control before it was too late to save the 
organism from destruction.”

has not made, except in so far as it is implied in his 
statement, which we have quoted abeve, concerning 
the effects of sexual selection. 

No animal exhibits a more remarkahle example of 
the working of evolution than man. From the insig- 
nificant accumulation of nervous matter in the spinal 
cord of early vertebrate types from which he has 
been evolved, he has developed the brain organ which 
makes him the master of the earth. Comparison with 
the skulls of early representatives of his species who 
lived' in caverns and along the lake shores and river 
courses shows beyond dispute that the brain of man 
has slowly developed both in size and in complexity 
of organization. This development is doubtless still 
going on. The brain has not yet reached its optimum 
size and perfection of structure. The men of the 
future will far excel those of today in intellectual 
power. But all experience shows that there is a limit 
to every such development, and that if the mit is 
overpassed fatal results are sure to ensue. 


How long, then, can the brain and skull of man con- 
tinue, with advantage, to grow in. size? it cannot 
be forever. There must come a time when, if the 
growth continues, it will go beyond the optimum limit. 
The head will be too great for the body, which wil! 
be unable to supply the brain with proper nourish- 
ment. Even if the body should grow along with the 
brain, a limit would be reached beyond which every 
increase in size would be disadvantageous. Ten-foot 
giants with heads fiteen or twenty inches broad would 
be in no better case than six-foot men with heads a 
foot in diameter, for their very weight would be an 
embarrasement to them 

While the human: brain bas been increasing to its 
present size man has carried himself more and more 
erect, and in that carriage of the body some have seen 
the mark and token of his superiority. But he could 
not retain it if his head should continue to grow in- 
definitely, and a proportionate increase in the general 
size of the body would not help him, for he would be- 
come as unwieldly as were the huge beasts of the 
geological past, which have gone into extinction be 
cause the momentum of evolution carried them be- 
yond the optimum limit. 

It ie all right, at the present moment, for us to pat 
ourselves on the back and congratulate one another on 
our brain growth, and the increase in stature of our 
strapping sons. But the note of warning has been 
sounded; it is a dangerous thing to give evolution 
unlimited rope, and it is a question which our de 
scendants may have to solve whether the time is not 
coming when the genius of discovery will have to seek 
out new hormones to replace those which have lost 
their grip, and thus to restrain the rush toward

And it came to pass that they destroyed also 
the five stone gates (pylons) constructed of square 
stones, which were in the said temple, and burnt with 
fire the wdoden doors of the same, and the bronze 
hinges, as well as the cedar roof, all, together with 
the rest of the Ussarna and other things that were 
there. And the golden and silver sacrificial bowls, and 
everything that was in the said temple did they take 
away and appropriate to themselves. 

“‘*As far back as the days even of the King of Egypt 
did our fathers build the said temple in the fortress 
Yeb, and when Cambyses entered Egypt he found the 
temple already built there.

Not a single letter (in answer) have they 
sent us. So we, since the month of Tammuz of the 
fourteenth year of Darius to the present day have 
worn sackcloth, and fasted: our wives are become as 
widows (as a widow): we no longer anoint ourselves 
with oil and drink wine: and from thence forward to 
the (present) day in the seventeenth year of King 
Darius (407 B. C.) have we not instituted in the said 
temple (i. e. in fts ruins) Meal-offerings, Incenseoffer- 
ings, and Burnt-offerings.’” 

“Now thy servants Jedoniah, his associates and the 
Jews, all citizens of Yeb, say thus: 


“If it is pleasing to our Lord, mayest thou be minda- » 
ful of the restoration of the said temple: as we have 


not been permitted to rebuild it, so look to the re- 
ceivers of thy benevolence and manifestations of thy 
grace here in Egypt: may a letter in respect of the 
Temple of Yahoeh in the fortress of Yeb be sent from 
thee to them to rebuild ft, as formerly was built.

Professor Sachau has worked out from these docw- 
ments further evidence as to the of the cok 
ony of Elephantine with the events in later Biblice! 
history. For instance, the persona] names in the dec 
ument given above find an echo in the history handed 
down to us by Ezra and Nehemiah. Bagohi, to whom 
this document is addressed, is ——— under the 
Greek form Bagoas by Josephus 
Johanan (Joannes), the High 
appears in the letter above, and is also mentioned -by 
Nehemiah. 

A person called Bagoas, different from the addressee 
of this letter, is mentioned in the book of Judith 
(that is, in the English version of the Greek), and it 
is not without significance that the form of the name 
in the Vulgate translation, which 6t. Jerome says he 
made from the Aramaic, is Vagoa—showing inciden- 
tally that initial B (Beth) was pronounced then, as 
by modern Jews, as V, and preserving, at the same 
time, almost the form in the Epistle.

time to time, for concealment’s 
sake, to make it match the color 
of the bottom. 

Dr. Sumner was anxious to find 
out the nature of the mechanism 
by which the color changes were 
accomplished, and, with this end 
in view, he placed flounders in 
glass jars, the bottoms of which 
were covered with pebbles or sand, 
or in other case with painted pat- 
terns. These latter were easily ob- 
tained by painting the patterns on 
disk-shaped glass plates of 
proper dameter, and putting them

Photographs of the fishes were 
taken, with the backgrounds thus 
varied, by means of an overhead 
camera which was pointed verti- 
cally downward. As a result, it 
was found that the flounders were 
able not merely to match. colors, 
but even to copy the patterns of

the color cells of the flounder’s 
skin; secondly, that such move 
ments were controlled by the syr- 
pathic nervous system of the ani- 
mal; and thirdly, that they were 
responsive to impressions received 
through the eyes-—in other word%, 
impressions of sight.

artificially blinded no _ longer 
changed their hues in the manner 
described. 

Evidently wien a flounder finds 
himself on a grayish bottom, he 
notes the fact by vision and makes 
himself to match. If the bottom 
is of pebbles and variegated he 
changes the colors of his coat ac- 
cordingly. He will even turn almost 
black on blackish mud, or blanch 
himself to whiteness if there be 
suitable occasion. 

But Dr. Sumner wanted to find 
out how far the color changes 
were influenced by the flounder’s 
observation of the hues of its own 
body. His experiments were made 
mostly with a Mediterranean 
species which has eyes set on 
stalks, like those of a crab, so that 
it can look around and. see itself 
to advantage. Accordingly he 
#astened masks of different colors 
upon a number of specimens, and 
watched for results. As yet, un- 
fortunately, these have not been 
determinate. 

Some species of flatfishes are 
much cleverer at color disguise 
than others. For instance, the com- 
mon European sole is exceptionally 
expert in this way. But it seems 
to be uncertain whether these fishes 
adopt this mode of concealment 
mainly to escape the attention of 
sharks, cod, and other enimies, or 
to avoid recognition by ‘the small 
fry on which they themselves prey.

Tt was an ingenious argument, but 
proved untenable in law, and so was with- 
drawn. After putting up the boldest kind 
of bluff the trust yielded to grim necessity 
and cut some of its prices—the most im- 
portant concession being in regard to up- 
per berths. Until recently the charge for 
such berths has been the same as for “low- 


ers,” notwithstanding the fact that they 
are obviously worth & good deal less 
money. Not only are they less roomy, 
but the upper part of the car is foul with 
air already breathed by many sleepers, 
and satisfactory slumber is rendered diffi- 
cult so far aloft by the sway of the 
vehicle. 

Formerly the Pullman Company was 
able to extort from the public a lower 
berth price for its upper berths because 
the private citizen was helpless in the 
matter. But the ‘Federal Government has 
interfered, and the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has been armed by Congress 
with power to regulate the railroads, in- 
cluding even the operations of the Sleep- 
ing Car Trust. Anybody who has a com- 
plaint to make about overcharges for pas- 
sengers or freight may address it to the 
commission at Washington, and may be 
sure that it will recelve consideration. 
Furthermore, if it is found to be just the 
matter will be remedied.

On December 16, 1910 there was to have 
been an advance in express rates all over 
the country—Jjust in time to catch all the 
senders of holiday gifts and make Christ- 
mas a bit more expensive for everybody. 
The companies were obliging enough to 
give due notice of their decision in this 
regard. It seems not to have occurred to 
them that anybody would object. Or, if 
they did object, what difference would it 
make? But the Interstate Commerce 
Commission gave them an unwelcome sur- 
prise by forbidding the increase. 


Congress has recently given to the com- 
mission the power to regulate express 
arom and to reduce them if unreason- 
able. 

Meanwhile, tnhowever, the companies 
have been required to file their tariffs, and 
in the last two years they have sent in 
25,340 of these, covering charges for the 
transportation of merchandise in all parts 
of the countfy. Complaints against the 
companies have been prepared by com- 
mercial bodies in New York, Boston and 
elsewhere, and the whole question of ex- 
press rates is to be thoroughly investi- 
gated.

be reduced. 

It must be admitted that 80 per cent per 
annum is pretty high earnings for a cor- 
poration on its invested capital, and the 
public may well feel dissatisfied at being 
compelled to pay that much for its serv- 
ices. Not long ago the Supreme Court 
of the United States laid down the prin- 
ciple that a reasonable dividend was all 
that a public service company had a right 
to expect, and fixed upon 6 per cent as 
such reasonable rate. 

It is true that the express companies 
are obliged to meet one very large item 
of expense—namely, the cost of influenc 
ing and controlling legislation which re 
lates to their interests. They have spent 
immense sums of money in this way. Not 
in bribery, of course. Oh, no! But 
merely in the way of securing the friendli- 
ness of the State Legislatures and of Con 
gress. 

People have said that the express com- 
panies own Congress. It is not true. 
They own only a few selected and in- 
fluential Representatives and Senators— 
enough, however, to control legislation 
hitherto on all matters which have had to 
do with express transportation. 

This is the reason why we have no par 
cels post in this country. A parcels post 
would hurt the express business, there- 
fore the American public is deprived of 
its advantages. On this account it igs 
that Congress has refused to utilize the 
machinery of the rural free delivery gery- 


ice for merchandise packages. 
There are now 40,000 rural free delivery 
routes in operation, traversed daily ‘by as 
many carriers, who serve 16,000,000 people. 
These routes have all the equipment re 
quisite for the transport and delivery of 
merehandise parcels. The Post Office 
Department is anxious to'take up the bust- 
ness and handle it, at 5°cents for c 
pound, plus 2 cents for each additional 
pound. It would earn for the Government’ 
a clear profit, at that rate, of many mil- 
lions of dollars per annum, and would be 
an enormous benefit to the people, who, 
under present circumstances, when they 
send a parcel by mail, are obliged to pay 
16 cents a pound. 

But the people are not allowed to enjoy 
this convenience because the express com 
panies do not care to let them have it. A’ 
man in an Illinois town can send a 
to Europe by mail for less money it 
costs him to forward it by express to a 
nearby town. It costs 64 cents to mail a 
four-pound package from Chicago to New. 
York, but only 48 cents from Chicago to 
Europe—the mail rate to foreign coun 
~_ — 12 cents a pound. 

W now on our statute boo 
in 1848, forbids the carrying of pling 
ter or packet” by private express over 
any mail route in this country. This law, 
if enforced, would put the express com- 
panies out of business. But it ts- not en 
forced because the companies are strong 
enough to make it a dead | ’ 

The Interstate Commerce Commission is 
doing its best to reduce over-charges on 
railroad freight. Congress has placed in 
its hands the power to regulate such mat 
ters, and it is doing so, with a sa 
already to the people of millions of dollant 
a year. In many instances charges have 
been reduced; in many others they are 
a oe for investigation. 

@ pressure brought to bear upon 
railroads has been so severe that eae 
the Union Pacific found it expedient to 
reduce its coal rate from Wyoming mines 
to Nebraska points by $1.30 a ton—a save 
ing of $100,000 a year to farmers in Ne 
braska. The Great Northern has been 
obliged to cut its tariff on grain and grain 
products between Washington and Porte 
land, Ore., from 10 cents per 100 pounds te 
4% cents. The transportation charge for 
boots and shoes from Boston and New 
York to Atlanta over the Centra] Railroad 
of tc has been cut from $1.05 to 96 
cents.

Imagine, then, the feelings of the cot- 
ton growers of the Southern States when 
that mere tube of cloth, the “hobble 
ekirt,” first came into fashion. By that 
edict of the leading modistes of Paris and 
London, for the period of at least two 
eeasons, the demand for raw cotton to be 
manufactured into dress fabrics was re 
duced two-thirds, or possibly three-fourths. 

For Sfty years the amount of goods re 
quired for a dress skirt has steadily de- 
creased. Paris is headquarters for 
women’s fashions, and the “hobble” was 
the supreme, final effort of the French de- 
signers on behalf of the great French 
manufacturers of silk dress goods, who are 
their masters. For, the less materia] re 
quired to make a skirt, the greater number 
of women who can—and naturally will— 
wear silk instead of cotton. 

Fortunately for us, however, where 
“Cotton is King,” the “hobble” was the 
limit of possible reduction in the amount 
of fabric necessary to cover the female 
form divine. But it av | not serve the

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It is estimated that the mode of nar- 
row dresses alone has meant a loss to 
German manufacturers of 100,000,000 
metres of stuff, representing the output 
of 10,000 looms in a year, and French 
manufacturers sometime ago appealed to 
the French Government to use its influ- 
ence toward amplifying female raiment. 

Hence the inevitable has happened, the 
latest Paris and London newspapers re- 
port the modistes’ edict that women will 
return to fuller, more graceful gowns; 
the “slim figure” at last is doomed, and 
“King Cotton” can come back from exile, . 
at least so far as his dress goods depart- 
ment is concerned. 

At first sight it seems absurd that a 
“fashion note from Paris” should have 
any real bearing upon the cotton industry 
of the United States, but it is not difficult 
to demonstrate that, in this instance, 
every cotton grower in the South is en- 
abled to foresee practical benefits to him- 
self. He can read the reverse in the 
course fashions have pursued from 
grandmother's hoop skirts to daughter’s 
hobble skirts. 

The superficial area of grandmother’s 
gown Was probably five times that of 
daughter’s. In addition, her invisible ap

parel—underskirts, petticoats, etc.—-were 
generous in numbers and in volume, while 
daughter’s “hobble,” fitting her as the 
corn husk fits the ear of corn, virtually 
eliminates undergarments from this com- 
parison. 

Now observe how the course of three 
generations of feminine costuming has 
stood in the way of the production and 
manufacture of this country’s most im- 
portant staple—cotton. 

In 1860-61 we produced 3,850,000 bales 
of cotton. That was the period of grand- 
mother’s capacious skirt worn over crino- 
line—the 100 per cent skirt. 

In 1890 we produced 8,675,000 bales, an 
increase of more than 100 per cent, while 
mother’s skirt, in comparison with grand- 
mother’s, had shrunk to 40 per cent. 

But the most disastrous game of cross 
purposes between the course of women’s 
gowns and cotton production was reached 
in 1911-12, with daughter’s 20 per cent 
“hobble” and a cotton production of 
16,000,000 bales. 

Is it any wonder that the price of raw 
cotton has steadily declined, in spite of

the increase in population and the many 
new uses to which the staple has been 
put? 

As above noted, however, women’s 
gowns have reached the limit of contrac- 
tion and are now to begin to reverse the 
course they have followed for half a cen- 
tury. Not only the Paris and London 
modistes have so decreed, but the Ladies’ 
Tailors’ and Dressmakers’ Association of 
America have pronounced to the same 
effect—“dresses must be two and one-half 
yards wide, three-fourths of a yard wider 
than the ‘hobble.’” 

An increase of three quarters of a yard 
in the width of skirts means that two and 
a quarter yards more of material will be 
required for each skirt than formerly. 
Now, while there are no textile statistics 
to show precisely how much cotton cloth 
is used for the clothing of mankind, an 
esimate that 10,000,000 of the 21,000,000 
bales of the world’s crop is applied to this 
purpose probably would not be far from 
the truth, 

This estimate would apportion 5,000,000 
bales to the use of the world’s women—

each pound yields five yards of cloth, the

Add two and a quarter yards more to 
the allotment of each woman and you 
have the required increase in the manu- 
factured goods—i,125,000,000, requiring 
an additional 225,000,000 pounds of raw, 
cotton to accommodate the women of the 
world to the new fashion of wider skirts. 
As 75 per cent of this would have to be 
produced in this country our share in the 
increased demand would be 168,750,000 
pounds; at 10 cents per pound (counting 
on no proportionate advance in price) 
$16,875,000 more in the pockets of our 
cotton growers. 

Actually, however, this estimate is con- 
siderably short of the mark, as it shows 
an increase of material for only one skirt 

r woman. Her original allotment of 
wenty-five yards of course provides her 
with more than one skirt. Accordingly 
the Americen cotton grower’s gain could 
not be less than $33,750,000 and prob- 


great Southwest must continue to 
crease in about the same ratio. 

When it is remembered that female 
apparel probably required as much cotton 
cloth as all the other uses to which it 
could have been applied, it will be clear 
to all that the radical reduction in 
women’s wear is a prime factor for the 
consideration of the producer, the manu- 
facturer and the dealer in cotton and 
cotton goods the world over. 

To show the possibilities of cotton 
manufacture, it is only necessary to say 
that the raw material made into print 
cloths—which is the cheapest fabric—only 
doubles itself in value; but it is possible 
to make of cotton a material so fine that 
the crude product is enhanced in value 
some two hundred fold: : In other 
a bale of cotton worth $50 may be made 
to yield ten thousand dollars in cloth. 

For this reason the cotton fabric best 
serves not only the peasant but the 
prince and the. princess as well, by 
the modern methods of m :

Other than in packages. This is good, 
but the fish in salt is better and has 
much more taste. 

Creamed Codfish.—This is one of the 
most easily prepared of dishes when 
the package codfish is- used, for it is 
nothing more than a white sauce, in 
which the shredded codfish is heated 
up or the flaked used according to dl- 
rections. For the white sauce use one 
tablespoon each of butter and flour 
and one cup of milk. Melt the butte 
over a little fire, stir in the flour until 
the mixture is perfectly smooth, add 
the milk, and stir until it thickens and 
cooks for about ten minutes’ before 
adding the fish. 

Cola boiled eggs, cut up in dice and 
added to the creamed codfish, make of

Ways to Improve It. 

All sorts of additions may be made 
to creamed codfish to enhance the fine- 
ness.of the dish, and, as it is a favorite 
with those who use the chafing dish, 
these additions are mostly such as are 
found among chafing dish supplies— 
mushrooms, bread crumbs, cheese, the 
last for sprinkling over the dish. 

Codfish a la Creme.—Pick the requi- 
site amount of salt codfish, which has 
been well soaked, into small pieces, 
cover with cold water, let it heat gradi- 
ually to near boiling, and then drain. 
If it is not then fresh enough cover 
again with fresh, cold water and re- 
peat the slow heating, removing from 
the fire at the instant it reaches the 
boiling point, and drain on a sieve. 
Make a white sauce, put in the fish, 
and cook until the whole is near boil- 
ing. To make this richer mix the 
yolks of two eggs with a half cup of 
cream and add to the sauce before the 
fish is put in. And to make still richer 
an ounce of butter in small pietes 
after the eggs and cream and just be- 
fore the fish. Serve over boiled new 
potatoes. 


An old French recipe for a creamed 
codfish is the following, in which no 
flour but only the eggs are used to 
{thicken the milk, ' 

Grand Cafe Cod.—Heat 
milk to the boiling point. Prepare the 
fish the same as for fish cakes. Stir in 
slowly three well beaten eggs, a table- 
spoon of butter, a small quantity of 
, chopped parsley, pepper, and more but- 
iter.

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Salt Fish. 

This is the day in the year when 
some people do not eat at all, and 
when a great number of people change 
| from breakfast bacon 
|, or creamed codfish. It is traditionally 
Ash Wednesday is the coldest, dreati- 
est day of the year. <Any 
well broiled and buttered and served 
with baked potatoes and a few other 
things such as suit the taste, is partic- 
ularly good for dinner On such days. 

Cod stands first in the list of salt 
fish, and in New England the term was 
long used as though there were no 
other kinds of fish dried and salted. 

Mrs. Child in “The Frugal House- 
wife’ (1835) says: “Salt fish should be 
put in a deep plate, with just enough 
‘water to cover it, the night before you 
intend to cook it. It should not be 
‘boiled an instant; boiling renders it 
‘hard. It should lie in scalding not 
water two or three hours. The less 
'water is used and the more fish is 
at once the better. Water 
thickened with flour and water, while 
‘boiling, with sweet butter put in to 
melt, is the common sauce.” 

Other kinds of salt fish she describes 
'as salted shad, mackerel, etc. 


Palfrey on Salt Cod. 

Dr. Edward Everett Hale, in 
Kngland Boyhood,” $ays. 

“There may be né@ other opportunity 
im these papers to iquote the amusing 
passage from Dr. Palfrey on salt cod- 
fish. It is in his admirable chapter 
(‘On New England life, in which he fol- 
‘lowed the example of Macauley’s cele- 
brated chapter describing the family 
institutions of England. 

“‘*Forty years ago I was so situated 
as to Know uncommonly well the hab- 
its of different classes of people in dif- 
ferent parts of the country. Till a 
later period than this the most 
monious Boston feast was never set 
Out On Saturday (then the common 
dinner party day) without the dunfish 
at one end of the table, abundance, 
variety, pomp of other things, but that 
unfailingly. It was a sort of New 
England point of honor: and luxurious 
livers pleased themselves with the 
thought that, while suiting their 
palates, they had been doing their part 
in a wide combination to maintain the 
fisheries and create a naval strength.’ ” 

It was because of whis point of honor 
that thé sacred codfish was hung in the 
room of the Massachusetts state house 
where laws of the creat common- 
wealth were made, an ever present re- 
minder of what New England 
great, to the scorn of some other por- 
tions of the country to this day. 
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Though cod has been ealled the 
manna of Europe, its great. service 
there has perhaps been no more unique 
than it was in the beginnings of civili- 
zation on the American continent. -The 
‘fisheries were what brought men to 
the mouth of the St. Lawrence, and ul- 
timately led to its discovery and to the 
finding of the great. land and waters 
behind it and led also to international] 
complications On the continent of Ey- 
rope, which were ultimately transferred 
to this, 

There are worse hors d'ouvres than 
little strips of salt cod, and when the 
fish is freshened and softened by steep- 
‘ing in lukewarm water, which is kept 
as nearly as possible at the same de- 
gree of heat, it may be broiled and 
|dressed very deliciously. 
| To freshen it some people soak it 
;over night, covering it with warm 
| water. Others put it on the back of a 
feoal or wood stove in cold water and 
simmer it, changing the water now and 
then, but always adding boiling. water 
after the first. It cannot be too mud 
emphasized that. even when it is served 
it must not be boiled. 
Boiling any salt fish makes it too tough 
for use : .

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Pancake Day.

EASTINGS before fasts, the high- 
est caperings before penance, ex- 
hibitions of the highest exuber- 
hefore the covering of the head 
with ashes-—these 
things were corm- 
mon in ancient 
-days and not un- 
known today. A 

fast may be a 
tolerable thing 
and something 
easy to reconcile 
our minds to if 
we have eaten too 
much just: before 
peginning it. To 
feel a genuine re- 
vulsion for food 
overeat—and overeat many. of those 
most devoted to religious observances 
did as a preparation for a fast. 

A good- many people will overeat 
when someone in the kitchen is frying 
pancakes for them and serving them 
Straight from tue pan without any 
such spur as a coming fast, so it is 
easy, perhaps, to understand why the 
pancake in particular was chosen as a 
symbol for a day of much eating. 

The part the pancake has played ih 
the jollities of Shrove Tuesday has 
been most interesting. Schoolboys ran 
races for them, or at Westminster 
school in London something more was 
required. If a boy could catch a flap- 
jack which the cook tossed high in air 
and carry it unbroken to the deanery 
he won a guinea. The size of the 
prize would indicate that it was but 
seldom awarded. If the pancake was 
a tender one and large, this task might 
be next to the impossible. 


Uf the many charming old accounts 
of the pancake customs none seems 
worthier of reprinting each year than 
that written by a certain man called 
“the water poet,” in 1630. He was so 
much annoyed that he seems very real 
even today. He wrote: 

“Shrove Tuesday, at whose entrance 
in the morning all the whole kingdom 
is quiet, but by the time the clock 
strikes 11, which (by the help of the 
knavish sexton) is commonly before 
9 then there is a Dell rung, cal’d the 
Pancake bell, the sound whereof makes 
thousands of people distracted and for- 
getful either of manners or humanite; 
then there is a thing cal’d wheaten 
flowre, which the cookes doe mingle 
with water, egges, spice, and other 
tragicall, magicall inchantments, and 
then put it in by little into a frying 
pan of poyling suet, where it makes 
a confused, dismall hissing (like the 
Learnean snakes in the reeds of Ache- 
ron, Stix, or Phiegethon) untill, at 
last, by the ald of the cooke, it is 
transferred into the form of a Flap- 
jack, cal’d a Pancake, which, with 
ominous incantation, the ignorant peo- 
ple doe devoure very greedily.” 


Its Various Names. 
Pancake, ilapjack, slapjack, fritter, 
Wheat cake, batter cake, butter cake, 
flannel cake, griddle cake—these often 
mean about one and the same thing, 
except in. Germany, Where the pan- 
cake, on which the devout gorge 
themselves on Shrove Tuesday, is much 
like our doughnut. The German pfann- 
kuchen is often filled with jelly. 
The simple griddle cake batter 


more even than there 
the cakes made from these varivus 
batters. The real.skill comes in the 
cooking. The griddle should be slow- 
ly heated and even that of iron but 
slightly greased, and the cake baked 
upon it with no more fire than was

Simplest Griddle Cake Batter—One 
egg, one cup of milk, one cup or more 
of flour, one teaspoon of soda or bak- 
ing powder, a pinch of salt. 

The griddle cake batter made of 
sour milk and soda, yolk of egg, anda 
cup of ftour, with the white of egg 
added last, will make about twice as 
many cakes as a batter of sweet milk 
and baking powder, and the cakes will 
risé twice as much—that is have four 
or five times as many holes-in them 
in cooking as when made in the other 
way. Anq yet most people think they 
like the baking powder cakes better— 
these require more flour. 

Cold rice or bread crumbs soaked 
over night or some such thing added 
to the batter make a more tender grid- 
dle cake and a daintier. 


Most cooks do not have a recipe for 
griddle cakes. 

“What recipe?’ you ask when some 
one tells you of an exceptionally gooa 
cake. 

“O, she does not use any recipe,” is 
the reply. “She just*takes what bread 
she. wants, then adds her eggs and 
milk and flour.” 

Of course, the more eggs the lighter 
and the more flour—a iittle more for 
each egg—must be added. 

A tender griddle cake may be made 
by first making a white sauce of a 
tablespoon each of flour and butter 
and a pint of milk and adding to this 
an egg or two—whites and yolks 
beaten separately—baking powder and 
flour. 

Griddle cakes are often used for 
desserts, and today they are being 
used for the fottndation for relishes 
Or canapes at the beginning of the 
meal, 


Lemon Cream Pie. 

Make and bake crust. A _ favorite 
formula is: Three-fourths of a cup of 
sifted flour, one tablespoon each of 
buttér and lard, and a little salt. Rub 
shortening into the flour and add 
enough ice cold water to make a mix- 
ture of the right thickness to roll out— 
a quarter of a cup is about or quite 
the exact amount to use. Bake on the 
outside of a pie tin so that it cannot 
shrink, pricking well with a fork be- 
fore putting it in the oven. It is bet- 
ter to have a tough crust that has-a 
good ‘taste than a prettier one that is 
not eatabie. Filling: One cup of sugar, 
the youlks of two eg@®s, the grated rind 
and juice,of one lemon, one cup of 
milk, one tablespoon of flour and one 
of butter. Prepare the lemon, add the 
sugar and the ‘beaten yolks of eggs 
to it.. Make a white sauce bY melting 
the butter, adding the flour and stir- 
ring the two until perfectly smooth, 
then adding the cold milk and stirring 
until it thickens. Add the lemon mix- 
ture to this: or better, add this to the 
lemon mixture, Teturn to the fire and 
stir and cook until the granular ap- 
pearance has all disappeared and the 
cream is smooth, thoroughly cooked, 
and of the right stiiiness. Pour into 
the shell and set in the oven for five 
minutes. Take out and covér with a 
meYingue made of the two well! beaten 
whites of eggs and a little sugar, or 
perhaps as much as two tablespoons, 
and lightly brown in the oven. 


A lemon pie can be made in an 
easier way than this, but to get a ple 
of beautiful shade and delicious flavor 
we must take pains. Perhaps the lem- 
ons are not washed before they are 
grated, nor the eggs before they are 
broken, and the grater has too much 
of poverty’s butter on it in the making 
of those gray tinged and as though 
ashes flavored lemon cream pies that 
we sometime ssee. It is particu-

Shin of Beef Stewed.—The following 
directions ang cumments are taken 
from a genuinely void couk bDOOK: “DVe- 
Sire the butcher to saw the bone into 
three or four pieces, put it into 
siewpan, and just’ cover it with cold 
Water. When it simmers skim it clean, 
then put in a bundie of sweet herbs, 
a large onion, a head of celery, a 
dvozen berries of black pepper; and the 
Sime of allspice. Stew gently over a 
Slow fire until the meat ig tender— 
this will tuke about three nours and 
a half to four and a half. 

“Take three carrots, peel, and cut 
them into squares. Peel and cut in 
small squares a couple of _§ turnips, 
with a couple of dozen of small, young, 
round, silver button onions. Boil them 
until tender ‘ and cain qry. 

“When tae beef is quite tender take 
it out carefully and put it on a dish 
while you thicken a pint and a half 
of the gravy. To do thig mix three 
spocnsful of flour with a teacupful of 
the beef liquor—make a soup of the 
rest of it. Stir this thoroughly to- 
gether until it boils, skim off the fat, 
Strain it through a sieve, and put 
your vegetables in to warm, Season 
with pepper, salt and a wineglass of 
mushroom catsup or port wine, or 
both, and pour it over the beef. 

“N. B.—Or, instead of sending up the 

beef whole, cut the meat into hand- 
some pieces, fit to help at table, and 
lay it in the middle of the dish, with 
the vegetables and sauce, which, 
you flavor with curry powder, you 
may call ‘beef curry,’ round it. A leg 
of mutton is excellent dressed in the 
Same way, equal to ‘le gigot de sept 
heures,’ so famous in the French 
kitchen. 
“Obs.—This stew has every claim 
the attention of the rational epi- 
being one of those in which 
‘frugality,’ ‘nourishment’ and ‘palat- 
ableness’ are most happily combined, 
and you get a gallon of excellent 
broth into the bargain. We advise 
the mistress of the table to call it 
‘ragout beef.’ This will insure it be- 
ing eaten with unanimous applause. 
The homely appellation of shin of beef 
stewed is enough to give your genteel 
eater a iocked jaw. ‘Remember: When 
the judgment’s weak the prejudice is 
strong.’ ”’

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Save the Soup Meat. 

While we feel quite brave and ex- 
traordinarily economical if we can find 
scme way to use the soup meat in the 
above recipe, we have an account of 
a perfectly sensible dish in the mak- 
ing of which the soup stock is the 
by-product instead of the meat. 

With the French the soup stocks are 
mostly by-products, anu we might say 
ic is thus with all people who eat pret- 
ty regularly boiled instead of baked 
meats—the boiled meats being the 
cheaper cuts. These people are nearly 
always expert in sauce making, and 
the manufacturers of sauces flourish 
among them as they have in England. 

As to sauces, an Enrlishman of to- 
day says: “No two people think alike 
on success. There are so many schools, 
The flamboyant, the renaissance, the 
simplicists, the natural flavorites, the 
neo-Soho, and many others.” 


Sauces need not be so highly season- 
ed as to make much drinkin~ neces- 
sary, although it is undoubtedlw true 
that those expert in sauce-making 
have been the allies of the “strong 
drinkers.’ One great cook, pretending 
t> write as a woman, describes his 
Mephistophelian sauce as one not at 
all diabolical, yet at the dinner at 
which it was served his friends drank 
the host's health over and over again 
until he had ‘hardly any health left 
to carry him to the drawing roo@’” 


Roast Beef Economy. 


When ‘midst the frying pan in accents 
savage, 

The beef, so surly, quarrels with the 
cabbage, 


_ Bubble and squeak is a humble but 
literary dish. That is to say, it has 
found a place for itself in English 
literature, as did many such com- 
peunds when dishes were fewer, but 
far more distinguis...d. 

Frank Schlosser in his book, “The 
Cult of the Chafing Disn, says: 

“Not to know bubble and squeak is 
to admit one’s ignorance of the good 
things of this earth.’ 

He gives an old wcrrnish version, 
Saying that there may be others, but 
there can be none better. 

“The dish needs cabbage, and it is 
most practical to get a young, fresh 
cabbage, boiled, presseq and chopped 
into shreds before you begin the aec- 
tual cooking. It saves time and trou- 
ble. Put a tablespoon of butter in the 
chafing dish, also one chopped onion 
and the cabbage. Let it frizzle and 
absorb the butter. Just before boiling, 
add gradually a cupful of milk, pepper 
and salt. As soon as it boils up, take 
it off and put it aside in a hot dish. 
Now heat up three undertone slices of 
cooked cold roast beef in two table- 
spoons of butter, turning them fre- 
quently, so that they shall be well 
cooked on both sides, and a tablespoon 
of Worcestershire sauce and the same 
of vinegar. Now make a mound of 
the cooked cabbage and put the slices 
of well done meat around it upright. 
You will regret that you did not took 
double the quantity.” 


Wow Wow ' Sauce. 

(Old Recipe)—-Chop some parsley 
leaves very fine, Quarter two or three 
pickled cucumbers or walnuts, divide 
them into small squares and set them 
ready. Put into a saucepan a bit of 
butter as big as an egg. When it‘ is 
melted stir in a tablespoonful of fine 
flour and about nalft a pint of beef 
broth, Ada a tablespoon of vinegar, 
the like quantity of mushroom catsup, 
or port Wine, or both, and a teaspoon- 
ful of made mustard. Lét these sim- 
mer together until as thick as you 
Wish it; put in the parsley and pickles 
to get warm and serve in @ sauce tu- 
reen. 

The author of the last two recipes 
gives an interesting recipe for roast 
peer bones. tle says: 

“Roast voeet bones furnish a very 
relishing iuncheon or supper, prepared 
in the tollowing manner, with poached 

or fried eggs, or mashed pota- 
as” accompaniment: Divide the 
leaving good pickings of Meat 

Score them in squares, pour 
melted butter on them and 
them with pepper and salt. 
Put them in a dish, set them in a 
Dutch oven for half or three-quarters 
of an hour, according to the thickness 
of the meat. Keep turning them untii 
they are quite hot and brown or broil 
them on the gridiron. Brown them, 
but don’t burn them black.” 

Being an Englishman, of course, the 
author of this recipe advises a sauce 
with these bones—a Tartare sauce or 
a grill sauce. 

Another old recipe for bubble and 
squeak reads: Chop small spme boil- 
ed white cabbage . Season it with pep- 
per and salt and fry it in a little but- 
ter. Pepper and broil some slices of 
co!d boiled salted beef. Put the fried 
cabbage into a dish and Jay around 
it the slices of broiled beef and serve 
very hot. The beef does best when 
underdone, 

This has really been a very cominon

the sounds he has heard, and as he 
#rows, his horizon grows with him. 
Accurate hearing and memory develop, 
and familiar sounds bring smiles of 
recognition, 

And so a child reared in a musical 
atmosphere thas the advantage over 
one whose envirenments preclude such 
conditions. Meledies heard become fa- 
Miliar, oftimes beloved. Music ‘en- 
ters the soul by way of the ear, but 
it does not impress the mind at first 
hearing so much as at subsequent 
repetitions,

Just 
as the book-lover’s taste and discern- 
ment increase with intelligent reading 
so the music student’s comprehension 
is opened up and-broadened by re- 
peated, and, consequently, :aore lumin- 
ous hearing. And as the reader turns 
first to the title page to ascertain the 
author of a book, so the music-lover, 
glancing over a program, looks first 
at the composers’ names in order to 
prepare himself for ‘the consequent 
atmosphere. With anothér “glance he 
welcomes thee familiar numbers, or 
those heard before, and then notes the 
novelties which are to have his first 
hearing. 

In musit, familiarity breeds enjoy- 
ment. This point was well exem- 
plified last spring, when “Il Trova- 
tore” proved to be the opera most en- 
joyed by the many, not because it 
was the most beautiful, but because 
its melodies had been oftenest heard, 
It was an old acquaintance, 

To bring the hearing capacity to a 
cultivated state involves a long con- 
tinued experience, ‘beyond anythinz 
which is yet provided for any but a 
few fortunately situated children. 

The highest form of pure music we 
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have, that of .the orchestra, is prob- 
ably the most gratifying to the hearer, 
The centrasting colors and rich blend- 
ing of different .toned instruments ap- 
peal to the untrained ear as co other 
medium or combination can, and to the 
cultivated listener geod orchestral ef- 
feets are the most delightful means 
of enhancing the lightest or the boid- 
est idea. 

It is with conscientious motives that 
the Atlanta Musical Association offers 
to the children of the schools, \through 
its capable amateur orchestra, a series 
of concerts, which may be ef inestima- 
ble value to their future artistic de- 
velopment and culture,,and we logk for 
an appreciative patronage.

With this change of standard in

thinking people in this free young re- 
public of our own are getting their 
heads together to make laws and in- 
duce conventions which will protect 
the family as the unit, The awful num- 
ber of divorcees among comparatively 
young people—people who are looked 
to by reason of their opportunity to 
lead in the standards, social and moral, 
are beginning to think that after all 
certain foreign customs of parental 
matchmaking are not bad, and that if 
children were not given their own 
way so much and given so much free- 
dom in selecting their own husbands 
there would be fewer divorees. Again, 
all the churches, not merely those al- 
ways standing against remarriage 
after divorce, are taking the stand 
ag&inst divorce which makes it a dif- 
ficult matter for a divorced man, who 
cannot show just cause why he is di- 
vorced, to remarry, not even millions, 
at times, being able to “buy” the sit- 
uation. 

Uniformity of law in the matter of 
divorce is being pushed by a bill in 
congress whereby even in Reno there 
will be difficulty in speedy divorces 
and speedy marriages. 

While France would provide for more 
ease in the matter of getting divorces, 
tthe plan has been tried, and found 
bad in this, the other republic. 


Fconomies of Women 


“Spending money in driblets,” was 
the title of an article recently appear- 
ing in the New York Times, which ar- 
ticle threw some light on the unli- 
versal cry against the cost of living. 

luxuries become necessities in the 
minds of men and women alike is the 


charge, and those things of which 
they do not complain about buying 
are the very ones without which they 
could easily do. For instance men 
rarely complain of the price of cigars 
and liquors, and women rarely com- 
plain of the price of enocolate drops or 
charlotte russe. Both sexes dine in 
expensive restaurants at times when 
they could dine at home for half the 
money and get food far more whole- 
some in kind. 

Women are the ones especially the 
article charges, who fail to praétice 
the small economies, many of them 
employing hair dressers, manicures 
and skin specialists when they could 
easily perform those offices for them- 
selves. They indulge in expensive 
perfumes, powders and cosmetics 
merely to indulge the senses for there 
are cheaper substitutes, and they pay 
enormously for short r‘des which 
could be easily avoided. For instance 
women will walk hours at certain 
hours of the day for exercise, and 
then hire taxicabs to go across. the 
street when there is no necessity for 
it. 

A taxicab is taken when a toilet is 
considered a trifle too pronounced for 
the street when a long coat would be 
the only thing necessary and serve an 
entire season. 

Novels of ephemeral interest are 
purchased for $1.25 a piece when they 
could be read at the nearest library 
for nothing, and magazines are pur- 
Chased likewise recklessly. 

The average woman could get along 
with about half the pin money 
spent if she faced facts, and 
studiously about the expenditure of 
money, instead of deliberately gratli- 
fying whims and fancies believing the 
Same to be necessities.

She must’Know' enough to direct the 
activities of her househond;: to be able 
te train the inefficient servant when 
it necessary, ang in the frequent 
emergency she must be able to ae- 
tually perform certain household oe- 
cupations herself, while one of the 
jcys of housekeeping should be knowl- 
eige of good foods. 

Nowhere in the world are people 
surrounded by more upon which they 
can. depend for food than in the states 
of the central and far south, and yet 
the quantities of goods canneg and 
ctherwise shippedintothis section are 
enormous.

ed valuable assistance in this direc- 
tion, but in Mrs. Berry's book of 
“Fruit Recipes’ eomes the first de- 
ined and compiled data pertaining to 
our fruits in their direct value to the 
housekeeper, and to her the house- 
keepers in all fruit centers are in- 
debted for a timely contribution, 

Mrs. Berry in her book has not 
merely designated the fruits and told 
the many ways in which they may be 
after their season conserved and pre- 
served, but she has described their 
actual substance and food values and 
related them practically to household 


economics. 

She presents the fruit in all its 
beauty and what may be termed aes- 
thetic phases, then she explains the 
real function of the particular fruits 
described; then how to prepare them 
&nd with what to serve them. 

The Apple. 

For instance the clhfapter relative to 
the apple is as interesting ag cer- 
tain interpretations of the first bibli- 
cal apple, and before going into the 
series of recipes for apple dishes, be- 
ginning with old-fashioned apple sauce 
and ending with frozen apple snow, 
Mrs. Berry writes: 

“The apple is substantial, firm, yet 
gracious and sunny; eminently prac- 
tical; thus one may say fitted’in every 
way to stand the wear and tear of 
ages. In poetry, folklore and even 
history no fruit has been more often 
referred to; its beauty and wholesome- 
ness more constantly eulagized; stand- 
ing out as the type of promological 
excellence. Men it is who chiefly have 
written poetry and history, however 
divided their responsibility in the cre- 
ation of beauty and facts, and men, 
like the apple, are eminently practi. 
cal 

“The. wild crab, supposed to be the 
earliest type of apple, lacked as a 
fruit some of the excellence of evalu- 
ticn, but there is yet in these later 
ages no flower, wild or cultivated, 
which can rival the wilq crab apple 
blcssom in rare fragrance and delicacy 
of beauty; none which even approaches 
its magical perfume and charm save 
the sweet olive. It. is sufficient in its 
marvelous. witchery to. captivate and 
inspire rhapsody in tht most practical, 
in even unimaginative, primeval man. 
And so to its possession of unusual 
virtues and beauty has been added the 
appreciation of men;. therefore 
pre-eminence of the apple,’’ 

Then Mrs. Berry gives a history of 
the apple with its family tree ag it 
grows in all parts of the world; 
chemieal properties,. and its ‘fresh, 
sweet cider, bubbling with beauty, scin- 
tillating with sun shafts, needs neither 
poetry nor spiking to recommend it, 
s0 evident is its simple wholesome- 
ness to even the wayfaring man un- 
less he be a fool.” 


All the Fruits. 


A similar story Mrs. Berry makes of 
all the fruits—the péar, the quince, the 
medlar and loquat, the peach and apri- 
cot, the cherry, the plum, the northern 
pawpaw, the wild northern persimmon, 
the grape, the olive, melons, a cluster 
of berries, the lemon, the wild, sour 
or Seville orange, the citron, 
bergamot, lime berry, kumquat, 
trifoliata, pomela, lime, tangelo, 
cintrange, pineeapple, banana, fig 
date, cocoanut, Japanese persimmon, 
Guava, rose and Malay apples, Java 
plum, surinum and Barbadoes, cher- 
ries, pomegranite, avocado, alligator 
pear, custard apple, cherimoya, sweet 
and sour sop, mangosteen,  sapdilla, 
cocoa plum, egg fruit, and many of the 
other tropical and semi-tropical fruits.

Washington, February 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Georgia fares well in the rivers 
and harbors appropriation bill just 
concluded by the house committee, 
thanks to theactive efforts of the rep- 
resentative of the first district, who is

carries total appropriations of -$25,- 
000,000. 

The Savanah river and harbor get 
the biggest share of the sum allotted 
“Mio Georgia, receiving $648,000. For im- 
proving the Savannah harbor the sum 
Of $400,000. is allowed; for the exten- 

h of the Savannah river $140,000; 

ft improvement of river below Au- 
g@upta, $105,000; for improvement of 
the river above Augusta, $3,000. 
* Darien harbor is provided for by an 
appropriation of $40,000. Part of this 
project is the inside waterway from 
Savannah, Ga., to Fernandina, Fla. A 
survey is also provided for Darien har- 
bor, Mr. Edwards thinks this provi- 
sion wiil prevent the closing of the 
Doboy channel and properly take care 
of the work.

WITH ATHENS BANK 


Involuntary Bankruptcy Pro- 
ceedings Instituted Against 
Crawfordville Company. 


Athens, Ga., February 24.—(Special.) 
Proceedings in involuntary bankruptcy 
were this afternoon filed in the United 
States court before Deputy Clerk W. G. 
Cornett for the Crawford Oil Mills 
Company, located at Crawfordville, Ga., 
in Oglethorpe county, 18 miles from 
Athens. The petition is filed by Cobb 
& Erwin, E. K. Lumpkin and Tate 
Wright, attorneys. Cobb & Erwin are 
also attorneys for the depositors for 
the Athens Trust and Banking Com- 
pany, which was yesterday taken in 
charge by Receiver F. A. Lipscomb. 

The president of the Athens Trust 
and Banking Company, J. W. Griffin, 
is president also of the Crawford Oil 
Mill Company, and P. W. Hudson, book- 
keeper in the same banking institu- 
tion, is secretary and treasurer of the 
oil mill company. 

In the report of the auditors, who 
had the examination of the bank's af- 
fairs in charge, it was especially noted 
that the Crawford Oil Mill Company 
borrowed $59,000 from the bank which 
has just failed. The Habilities of the 
Crawford concern are between $75,000 
and $100,000. The assets have not 
been exhibited, though’ the company 
has a large plant, oil mill and grist 
mill at Crawfordville. The action, fol- 
lowing the closing of the Athens bank, 
has created a sensation in this section. 

Developments are hinted at in con- 
nection with the recent closing of the 
Athens Trust and Banking Company, 
which may lead to the indictment of 
parties connected with it. 

State officials who have charge of 
the matter decline to give out anything 
for publication at present, but there is 
a rumored shortage in the funds of the 
institution, and also, it is stated, heavy 
loans were made.to a corporation in 
which one of the bank officers is intere 
ested. 

For the present the bank is in the 
hands of F. A. Lipscomb as temporary 
receiver, and the hearing for a perma- 
nent receivership will not be had until 
April 8 It is believed, however, some 
action will be taken prior to that time, 
possibly during the present week.

The following communication from 
four of Atlanta’s most prominent bus- 
iness men has been sent to The Con- 
stitution: 

To the Citizens of Atlanta: 

The recent agitation in regard to 
electric light, power and street rail- 
way rates will probably result in the 
whole matter being brought to the at- 
tention of the Georgia Railroad Com- 
mission, which we all recognize as the 
proper tribunal] for the adjustment, 
under the law, of matters of this sort. 
In the meantime, the proper agita- 
tion of the subject is having a very 
important bearing’ upon the larger in- 
terests of the city. The recent organi- 
zation of the Georgia Railway and 
Power Company, if their plans are car- 
ried out, will result in almost the im- 
mediate bringing of at least $10,000,-

Iness policy to attack it. It is said 
that some citizens of Mississippi once 
wrote Mr. Stuyvesant Fish, president 
of the Illinois Central railroad, ask- 
ing him to make them a speech on 
the subject of investments in railroad 
properties. He was prevented from 
coming, but wrote a letter, saying: 
“The difference between your people 
and ours is, we first allow a man tc 
plant his money and then jump on 
him, while you jump on him before 
he plants his money.” It is a homely 
phrase very pertinent to the present 
agitation. 

We believe that the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Co., from its very begin- 
ning, has been unusually liberal in its 
treatment of the citizens of Atlanta 
in public matters. It has contributed 
to almost every public enterprise which 
has been presented. It has acceded to 
the wishes of the citizens ir regard 
to street paving to an extent that 
has enabled many miles of street pav- 
ing to be carried out, which could not 
have been done without the consent

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NICHOLAS IS TRYING 
TO SHINE AS ARTIST 


(Copyright, 1912, by Curtis Brown.) 

St. Petersburg, February 24.—Nich- 
olas Il. is imitating cousin Wilhelm of 
Berlin. He aspires to shine as artist 
and patron of art. From Tsarskoe 
Selo palace, whither he retreated from 
damp Livadia with catarrh and a 
swollen knee, there fly weekly to St. 
Petersburg couriers with brass-bound 
portfolios and mysterious grins. The 
portfolios are as jealously guarded as 
if they held secret instructions to 
prod the Jews. But the contents are 
harmless. They merely mean that 
Nicholas has resolveq to blossom into 
a Muscovite Maecenas and devote his 
future leisure to immortal art. 

The impressive brass-bound porte 
folios contain Nicholas’ views on art, 
in particular on architecture and the 
plastic branches; and they also, it ap- 
pears, contain his views on poetry. 
Nicholas is determined to immortalize 
his name in stone and in song. The 
fact is that on February 21, 1913, it 
will be 300 years since the glorious 
ascension of the Moscow throne by 
17-year-old Michael Feodorovitch [ 
Remanoff. son of Metropolitan Phila- 
rete. In little Nicholas’ veins prob-} 
ably runs no drop of Michael's biood; ; 
the courtly Almanach de Gotha calls| 
him: Romanoff-Holstein-Gottorp and 
speculators on the legitimacy of his 
alleged ancestors refuse him even that 
name. But Romanoff sounds grander 
than Hoistein-Gottorp, and now that 
for 300 years a soi-distant Romanoff 
line has ruled Russta, Nicholas wants 
the fact commemorated, And the! 
brass-boung portfolios coniain = his 
ideas of how it shquid be done. 

The plan originated with the late 
Peter Arkadievitch Stolypin, the mur- 
dcred premier, who had considerable 
insight into Nicholas’ mind. More than 
three years ago Stolypin announced 
that 1913 would see a special memorial 
issue of Romanoff postage stamps. | 
They would begin at 1 kopeck (half a 
cent) stamps with pictures of Peter 
the Great and end with rouble (half a 
- dollar) stamps with images of Nichol- 
az the Little. The subtle »tolypin an- 
neunced that the latter would bear 
the. superscription “Nikolal Dobri,” 
which means “Nicholes the Good,” and; 
he fet it be known: that the haif-cent 
and half-dollar stamps represented the 
relative values of Peter and Nicholas. 
“No wender,” saiq men, “he keeps his 


pest.” 


? 


All the Russians Smiled, 

All the Russians smiled, and would 
have laughed aloud but for fear of the 
gallows. And they are smiling again 
today. For the czar, it seems, finds 
the stamps too flimsy and sighs for 
sumething enduring as brass. He sug- 
gests a mighty monument at nostro- 
ma, where the Romanoffs originated. 
Kostroma is a dirty little town on 
the Volga, which has never ceased re- 
gretting that the first Romanoff did 
not stay with it and allow someone 
else to czar it at Moscow. Since 1834 
it has had a bronze bust of Micnuegel 
Feodorovitch, thirty-eight churches 
and a typhus-soaked jail. In the 
shape of such jails Nicholas has al- 
ready many thousand monuments to 
hia painful dynasty, but he is an am- 
biticous man and wants something | 
nicer. And he has decreed that Volga-| 
side Kostroma shallhaveitsown real,! 
live, topping monument of granite or 
sandstone and bronze, with angels, 
cherubs, lions, swords, banners, Roma- 
ncff-Holstein-Gottorp effigies, and 
with the cap of Monomakh, the orb of 
Feter the Great, and all the glitter- 
ing insignia of autocracy. 

And just as Kaiser Wilhelm did with 
his Siewes-Allee so has Nicholas done 
with his Kostroma monument. He or- 
dered a preliminary subscription to 
be announced, It brought in $1,683. As 
there are 160,000,000 Muscovites, it 
appears that each of them offered an 
average thousandth part of a cent—a 
not extravagant estimate of the value 
of the dynasty. Being himself a 
thrifty man, Nicholas was not dis- 
ccuraged, and he ordered a competi- 
tion of designs. Seven distinguished 
academy professors acted as judges 
and about twenty artists sent in draw- 
ings. The first prize fell-to the joint 
design of the Artists Sollogub, Bart, 
R: chiaidieff, Ovsiannikoff and _ Rohil- 
gen, It is a granite obelisk decorated

that though he did not himself seek 
a limelight prominence, he wauld like 
his connection with the monument to 
be made plain, and thereupon at the 
base M. Adamson put a cushion with 
the imperial crown, a scepter, above 
them a two-headed eagle and the in- 
scription, “Nicholas If,’’ 

A thira project, by the sculptor Kur- 
patoff, was rejected by Nicholas s0 
vehemently that he forgot’ to return it 
in the brass-bound portfolio. It dis- 
plays most prominently Michael Feod- 
Orovitch and takes no notice of little 
Nicholas. For that reason Nicholas 
holds that it ought to have no prize 
at all, but his loving subjects hold that 
it ought to have first prize, 

While Nicholas is thus busy gather- 
ing together his views of monumental] 
sculpture he has also found time to 
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criticise. the. sister. art of. poetry. . He 
has commended a St. Petersburg poet 
named Apollo Aypollonovitch Gorinth- 
sky. Apollo’s name is so ultra-poéti- 
Cal that it. suggests the variety stage. 
But M. Corinthsky’s origin is itself a 
poem. His grandfather, a serf who 
had no surname at. all, sent to thé 
Academy of Arts a drawing of a 
Corinthian temple, whith so pleased 


4 Czar Alexander I- that he gave the 


serf the surname “Corinthsky.” The 
present poet, whose name means “Apodi- 
lo, "Son ‘of “Apollo’ of Cofinth,” has 
written many poems and prose tales, 
mostly based on peasant life and folk- 
and he has also ttanslated into 
Russian the poems of Coleridge, -Ber- 
nager and Mickiewicz. 


Despite His Leng Hair. 


Despite his long hair and an in- 
tensely soulful gaze, he is an emi- 
nently respectable puéet, who was once 
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editor of the government ‘“Pravitelst- 
venny Viestnik;” he ‘is the only Rus- 
sian poet on record who was not a 
revolutionary, and- his -peasant stories 
reflect the bureaucratic ideal of meek, 
uncomplaining muzhiks, who exist only 
tO pay taxes and get Whipped by “zem- 
skie natohalniki.”’. For this reason the 
writings of M. Coritnhsky appeal to 
paternal hearg of Nicholas, and 
when, on Decembef 14, the poet cele- 
brated his twenty-fifth year of verse 
writing, he got quite a nice little let- 
ter from his autocrat. And this sur- 
prised everyone... For Nicholas is him- 
seif-a- bit of- a goet—some years ugo 
his productions got into the Paris 
press—-and it is net tne custom for one 
poet to praise tne vnroduction of an- 
Other. 

Nicholas even went further in gra- 
ciousness. He asked M.-Corinthsky to 
write a memorial ode on the _ tercen- 
tenary of the Romanoffs, and the son 
of Apollo agreed. It has further tran- 
spired that during his stay at Livadia, 
Nicholas had a book printed of all the 
loyal poems which Kussians ever 
wrote, beginning with Derzhavin. The 
number was not great, but the little 
books were printed and sent round at 
thrifty, Nicholas’ expense to the peas- 
ant schools of Nherson province. And 
further copies of it were sent to the 
boy scouts’ organizations, These 
scout organizations are Nicholas’ 
latest plaything, and the minister of 
war, General Sukhomlinoff, tries to 
keep Nicholas’ favor by spending all 
his day working at them, much to the 
disgust of the army. To be in the 
poetic swim the general even had a 
patriotic boy scouts’ ode written, in 
very lame verse, and he dispatched it 
to the Crimea for Nicholas’ august crit- 
icism. 

That Memorial Ode. 

For the tercentenary memorial ode, 
Russia will have to wait, and quizzical 
people hope that Nicholas will emend 
M. CorinthskKy’s copy. As to the mon- 
ument, the decision between obelisk 
and group design has not yet fallen. 
The cash is not in hand. The obelisk 
would cost $65,000 and the group mon- 
ument $180,000, while the prizes have 
already cost $1,750. But the 160,000,000 
refused to go beyond their thousandth 
of a cent. And as Russians won’t sub- 
scribe the money, and Nicholas won't 
even pay for the brass-bound portfo- 
lios, the imperial treasury will pay the 
$65,000 or $180,000 in taxes. They 
might as well have subscribed the hun- 
dreth part of a cent and got cheap 
credit for voluntary loyalty. 

Still—especially if the Adamson proj- 
ect is accepted—the monument will 
look very nice, Its heroie figures, its 
two-headed eagle, its crown and its 
scepter are arranged with consummate 
artistry. To symbolize Nicholas’ reign 
it needs but a knout,

London, February’ 24.—(Special.)— 
The question as to who is to be the 
next Princess of Wales and the ‘future 
of Englafid is naturally one 
which is of deep interest to all Png- 
lishmen and women, particularly so to 
those who constitute society. 

The Prince of Wales is only a boy 
yet and there is no immediate reason 
to hurry along his marriage, but it 
will not be many years botore he must 
cuvose his mate, or to be more exact 
must have his mate chosen fer lim. 

There are three classes of royalty 
from which it would be jossible for 
his royal highness to make a choice. 
They are known as the sovereign 
houses of Europe, whose cutlets are 
royal highnesses or highnesses; the 
Princely houses descended from the 
Holy Roman Empire, whose members 
are Known as serene highnesses, and 
certain princely families which are not 
at present connected with a reigning 
sovereign. Now, it may be assumed 
that King George, whose consent is 
necessary before any such marriag?2 
can be valid,. will seek for his heir a 
princess of a reigning house. There 
is, happily, a large choice at his dis- 
posal, even when one frules off the 
list—as one must hecessarily do—all 
members of the Roman Catholic faith. 
It is not needful to recall the fact 
that the Duke of Edinburgh wedded a 
Russian princess to show that the 
same disability does not attach to 
members of the eastern or orthodox 
church, and there are also available all 
princesses who have been born in the 
Evangelical or the Lutheran faith. 

There are between twenty and thir- 
ty young princesses who come within 
the rules which would make them 
eligible.to become the consort of the 
son and heir of King George. 

There are two princesses born in the 
same year, 1894, as his royal highness. 
They are the Princess Caroline, 
of «Schleswig - Holstein - Sonderburg - 
Glucksburg, who is the youngest sis- 
ter of the Duchess of Saxe-Coburg, the 
daughter-in-law. of the Duchess of Al- 
bany, 
Roumania, whose mother i8 also a 
Saxe-Coburg.. Of the following year 
there are Princess Marie, the only 
daughter of Prince Rudolf Lippe, or

her cousin, Princess Calixta, a daugh- 
ter of Prinee Frederick William, ‘who 
Was born at Potsdam. 

There are also the Grand Duchess 


Olga, the Emperor Nicholas’ eldest girl, 


and the Princess Irene, the eldest 
daughter of the Grand Duke Alexan- 
der, of Russia. 

In the next year there is Princess 
Helen, of Greeca, the Duke of Sparta’s 
charming daughter, and in the follow- 
ing year one might mention the czar’s 
second daughter, Tatiana, or the Prin- 
cess Calixta, of Lippe’s younger sis- 
ter, Eleanor, or Princess Marie, of 
Schaumburg-Lippe, whose mother was 
a Danish princess. 

If we turn to 1898. we have the 
Princess Marie, of Anhalt, a niece of 
Prince Aribert, and Nadejda, a younger 
daughter of the Grand Duke Peter, of 
Russia. If his royal highness should 
decide to defer his marriage unhtil a 
later year, and to ehoose frofm among 
still younger princesses, there are the 
Grand Duchess Marie, of Russia, the 
Princess Marie, of Roumania — five 
years the junior of her sister, [Eliza- 
beth—or oLuise, the younkest daugh- 
ter of Prince Frederick, of Saxe-Hein- 
ingen, or Duke Ernest of Saxe-Alten- 
burg’s eldest daughter, Charlotte, or 
the Duchets of Albany's niece, Prin- 
cess Helent, °£f Waldeck-Pyrmont, or 


| Princess fe rapretha, the éldest of 
Prince ‘Osca Sweden's three daugh- 
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marriage of her namesake, the Crown 
Princess of Sweden. ‘Tife latter naines 
in this list are of interest also with 
reference to Prince Albert.

Washington, February 24.—-A dismal 
picture of life among southern cotton 
mill workers is painted In a report is- 
gued by the federal bureau of labor, 
With scanty food and poor clothing, 
according to the report, these people 
exist in crowded company-owned 
houses, looked down upon and ignored 
by the other residents, It is declared 
that, while the whole family—men, 
women and children—-work for a liv- 
ing, the table of the average household 
offers in quality and quantity about 
what the government gives inmates of 
the federal prison at Atlanta. 

The bureau selected as examples 
twenty-one typical cotton mill families, 
ten living in or near Atlanta, Ga., six 
just outside of Greensboro, N. C., and 
five at Burlington, N. C. More than a 
hundred families were studied, how- 
ever, and of the minimum standard of 
living found the report says: 


“It is so low that one would expect 
few families to live on it.” The s80- 
called normal family—father with wife 
and children depending upon him for 
support—was not found among the} 
twenty-one families described as typ- 
ical. Even the poorest of these was 
supported by the earnings of several, 
and in many cases boarders were taken. |

Of—Eldest Son May Make 
Claim. 


London, February 24.—(Special.)— 
The death of the Duke of Fife in 
Egypt has not, only dampened the re- 
joicing over the safe return of the 
royal party from India, and this re- 
joicing was particularly: sincere in 
high official circles which had felt an 
underlying dread of an attempt on 
but it has given the 
house of lords a rather knotty prob- 
lem to solve. 

The deceased head. of the. house of 
Duff was the last male of his direct 
It will be remembered that be- 
fore he married the princess royal he 
was simply the Earl of Fife in the 
Irish peerage. He was given the 
strawberry leaves when he became the 
son-in-law of the then Prince of Wales 
and by special demainder in the letters 


patent her highness, Princess Alexan- | 


dra of Fife, now succeeds her father 
and becomes Duchess of Fife in her 
own right. The Fife earldom in the 
Irish peerage created in 1759, however, 
apparently descends to an Australian. 
The earldom was originally conferred 
upon William Duff, of Braco and Dip- 
ple, in the. county of Banff, who was 
born in 1697. He was M. P. for Banff- 
shire from 1727 to 1734, and was raised 
to the peerage as Lord Braco of Kil- 
bride in 1735. A staunch supporter of 
the governrment in ‘the rebellion of 
1745, he was in 1759 advanced to the 
dignity of Viscount MacDuff‘and Ear! 
Fife in the peerage of Ireland. 

He had sons, William, who died un- 
married; James, who succeeded as sec- 
ond Earl Fife, but died childless; Alex- 
ander, whose male issue has become 
extinct by the death of the Duke of 
Fife, and George. This son, the Hon. 
George Duff, died at Elgin in 1818, 
having married Frances Dalziel. By 
her he had a son, the’ Rev. George 
Diff, D. D., who, by his wife, a Miss 
Ogilvie, had a son, Colonel Daniel 
Duff, of the East Indian Company. 
Colonel Duff married a Miss Annie 
Hayter, leaving an only son, Jekyl 
Chalmers Duff, of Warnabool, Victoria, 
who appears to have inherited the 
titles of Baron Braco, Viscount Mac- 
Duff and Earl Fife in the Irish peer- 
age. The claimant will, of course, 
have to prove his descent in the usual 
way, by means of certificates and other 
documents. Curiously enough, the 
dormant viscounty and earldom are 
not in the peerage of Scotland, but 
in that of Ireland, and none: of the 
holders of the title has ever owned a 
Single acre of land in Fifeshire. 

Jekyl Chalmers Duff, who thus ap- 
pears tO be the present Earl Fife, was, 
it is stated, a few years ago connectad 
the police service in Australia.

He is aware of his fam- 
ily’s claim to the dormant earldom, 
and when over In England on leave 
some years ago made diligent inqui- 
ries concerning it. It is expected that 
very shorily application will be made 
to the committee of the house of lords 
for admission of a claim to the title. 
Apparently, no property goes with the 
title’ Earl Fife. As an Irish title it 
does not carry with it a seat in the 
house of lords. 


aA port of Rhodes Trustees. 


The annual statement of the Rhodes 
trustees in regard to the operation of 
the scholarship trust, which has just 
been issued, is a fresh reminder of the 
large scale on which the mind of the 
founder worked. No fewer than 176 
young men, during the academic year 
1910-11, drew the liberal allowance of 
$1,500, or in the case of German schol- 
ars, who do not travel from distant 
points, $1,250 per annum, provided un- 
der the will for their support at the 
university. In addition to these, eight 
ex-scholars, with one exception Colo- 
nial, continued their studies at the 
university, or were engaged in its 
teaching work 

Thus the foundation represents a 
body of students as large as that in 
any but a few of the largest colleges, 
with the difference that they are scat- 
tered throughout all the college of the 
university. The scheme apparently in- 
volves the expenditure of neaply $275,- 
000 per annum, and as the endowment 
is in perpetuity this figure enables us 
to measure the 
Rhodes applied to forward through the 
agency of Oxford the ideas which were 
the motive of his life. 

The report indicates that during 
1911 sixty-nine men completed their 
three-year course at the university, 
while seventy-four newly elected 
scholars entered into residence. 

Of the whole number of scholars 
and ex-scholars at Oxford, eighty-four 
are from the colonies, ninety from the 


Mr. | United States and ten from Germany. 


The examination results for the year 
show sound, but not brilliant work. 
The list of second and third-class hon- 
ors is large—that of firsts is distinctly 
meager, The report very rightly makes 
record of failures as well as successes, 
but the former are not numerous. None 
of the highest prizes of the university 
have fallen to the scholars, as has hap- 
pened in some previous years. The 
process Of selection employed, appar- 
ently, does not meet the highest type 
of scholarship in either the colonies 
Germany or America. Or it may be 
that the very conditions suggested by 
Rhodes for discovering the all-round 
man, physical as well as intellectual, 
operate ggainst the selection of the 
honor and prize-winning scholar. 

The part of the report dealing with 
athletics makes it clear that the 
Rhodes men make no slight addition 
to Oxford's strength in this particular. 
Le Couteur and Lagdon, Australian and 
South African, have made a name for 
themselves in cricket, and the latter 
in other games as well. Oxford Rugby 
football evidently gets much South 
African support; Lacrosse still more 
of Canadian § assistance: in athletic 
sports American scholars are promi- 
nent, even assisting to defeat Harvard 
and Yale. 

Occupations of Scholars. 


An interesting addition to the re- 
port is an analysis of the occupations 
to which the scholars have returned 
after leaving Oxford. Out of above 250 
met who had left Oxford up to 1910, 
eighty-four have given themselves to

except in accordance with the individual needs, and must be administerea 
collectively for the entire country. The basis of each stream from its 
source to its mouth is a vuit, and all uses of the waters therein are inter- 
dependent. Most streams in this country not only pass from state to state, 
but are interstate; and under the eternal equities toward which mankind 
is moving, their final administration must be interstate.” 

W. P. Lay, speaking on the holdings of corporations 
development, says: : 

“The state owns the beds of the river and the flowing water, while the 
riparian owners own the banks of the river, both of which are essential 
to the development of waterpower.”

More than a quarter of a century ago, Chief Justice Bleckley, in recognition 
of the state’s ownership of Tallulah, announced that Tallulah Falls would 
one day be in the most wonderful national park on this continent. 

As far back as 1887, the supreme court of Georgia defined the corners 
of fractional lots 183 and 193 of the thirteenth district of Habersham, as be- 
ing high on the ridge above the river and near the falls of Tallulah. This 
is the law of the land. Between these lots and the river is a tract of 
intervening land of wild and picturesque beauty, which has never been 
surveyed, platted or granted to any human being. In this stretch of land is 
situated Tallulah Falls and river. The falls and river not being granted 
to the original grantors, no subsequent grantees could take more than the 
original grantors took from the state. The best lawyers in America sustain 
the contentions of the Tallulah Falls Conservation Association. 

We have been told that nothing can be expected of Governor Brown 
in the matter of protecting Tallulah, as he has been placed in authority by 
corporation influences and will therefore be loyal to the special interests.

HEIRLOOM OF ATLANTAN 


Was Used in Battle During: 


Every Important War of 
the United States.

-A sword used in five wars—a pure 
finely carved Damascus blade, is the 
priceless heirloom of Eugene D. Blain, 
a former resident of Brunswick and 
Florida, but now a successful business 
man of Atlanta. 

The blade and its scabbard can be 
most reliably accounted for since the 
days of the revolution when its bright 
blue steel flashed back the rays of 
the sun as it was drawn forth by the 
hand of an officer in the continental 
line leading his men in desperate 
charge upon the red coats and thefpaid 
Hessians.

From the Dickinson of 
1812 the Damascus blade went to a son 
who was a soldier under Jackson in 
the Seminole war and the Spanish trou- 
bles in Florida.

_ BEGS OWN BABY BE RESTORED 


New York, February 24.—Winifred 


Ankers, an attendant at the Brooklyn 
| Nursery 


and Infants’ Hospital, was 
arraigned today in magistrate’s court 
in Brooklyn, charged with homicide in 
connection with the death of eight in- 
fants at the hospital since Sunday. The 
woman had confessed that she had 
put oxalic acid in the babies’ milk, not

The woman's confession came. after 
a grilling examination, during which 
she broke down when told that they 
would take her baby away from her if 
she did not .tell the truth. : 

District Attorney Cropsey, of Brook- 
lyn, proposed to take measures for the 
appointment of a commission to deter- 
mine the sanity of the woman. 

She is only 24 years old, and has 
been an attendant in the hospital for 
the last ten months, since her baby 
was born. Of recent years she is said 
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to have lived a lHfe of uncertain habits. 

The detectives, ang in fact the coro- 
ner, do not believe the woman is in 
her right mind. She would take her 
baby in her lap, coo to it and mutter: 


“T'll give you a dose and I'll take a 
dose.” 

Without counsel the young woman 
faced the magistrate, and disregard- 
ing the charge, pleaded only to have 
her baby restored to her. 

“They tolq me at the hospital,” she 
seid, “that they wouldn't take my 
baby from me if I told all I knew.

PROMISES WERE 
NOT FULFILLED 


Improvement in Stocks Pre- 
dicted Day Before Was Not 
Seen in Dealings. 


New York, February 24.—-Promises 
held out late yesterday of improve- 
ment in the stock market were hardly 
fulfilled today. Prices of the more 
active issues opened off and more 
or less pressure was directed against 
the list as a whole. This was partic- 
ularly true of Amalgamated Copper, 
which has been the strongest of issues 
recently, while such market leaders as 
United States Steel, Union Pacific and 
Reading also felt the forcé of the sell- 
ing. 

Again the weakest feature was the 
common and preferred shares of thhe 
Republic Iron and Steel Company. The 
former lost two points and the latter 
almost three, making the loss of seven 
points in the preferred stock during 
the past fortnight. On the stock ex- 
change it is. now a settled belief that 
that Republe Iron preferred. dividend 
which will prebably Le acted upon next 
week, will be cut from seven to four 
per cent and may be more. 

Trading during the brief two hours 
was as pointless as could well be im- 
agined. The attendance of members 
was the smallest of any week-end thus 
far this year. Those who sought to 
analyze today’s set back called atten- 
tion to the latest turn of events at 
y Washington, which indicate a radical 
investigation of the so-called money 
power, despite recent assurances to 
the contrary. Another disquieting fea- 
ture was the recurrences of serious 
labor riots in one of the Massachusetts 
mill towns. Some thought was given, 
also to the approaching conference of 
the anthracite workers and the mine 
owners. 

On the other side of the account were 
the reports of mercantile agencies, 
stating that trade conditions as a whole 
are better than appear on the surface, 
a further large shrinkage in the idle 
car surplus and the report of the New 
York state banking department, show- 
ing that the savings banks have larger 
aggregate resources than at any previ- 
ous time in their history, the increase 
being no less than $85,000,000. 

The bank statement showed an act- 
ual loan increase if $2,680,000 against 
an average increase of $6,123,000. Act- 
ual cash loss was $8,367,000, a figure 
well in excess of all estimates. Actual 
reserves decreased about $8,000,000, 
which together with the previous 
week's smaller loss reduces the.actual 
excess reserve to a little more than 
$28,000,000.

‘New Orleans, February 24,—In spite 
of the faet that this was a much 
broken-up week in the cotton market, 
due to the two holidays, and that no 
Breat volume of business was done, 
prices. held very steady and closed at 
an advance of 14 to 19 points over 
last week’s final prices. Toward the 
end of the week the market was much 
of a puzzle, even to professional 
traders. There were fewer signs of 
Manipulation than has been the case 
for some time past, and where the 
buying orders came from was a mys- 
tery. 

The threatened coal strike in Eng- 
Jand was one of the main bearish in- 
fluences of the week, but bears were

Toward the last of the Week, the 
weather played an important part in 
the trading.

At no time were the bulls aggressive, 
and on several occasions they were 
credited with having taken profits in 
rather a large way.

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Sandersville, Ga., February 24.—Two 
tragedies occurred near this town 
last night. At Deepstep, 12 miles from 
Sandersville, at a country dance at the 
home of Isadore Giles, Tom. Ennis shot 
his sister, Mrs.’ Isador Giles, mortally 
wounding her. She died this morning. 
Mrs. Giles was attempting to quiet 
Ennis, who is thought to have been 
drinking.

secene., 

A country party was given at the 
home of Isadore Giles, a large crowd 
of people attending. About 11:30 
o'clock Tom Ennis, who had been 
drinking heavily, was reprimanded by 
his sister, Mrs. Isadore Giles, for mis- 
behaving. Without any provocation 
Ennis whipped out a .38-caliber pistol 
and fired upon his Sister. The bullet 
entered 4 inches under her chin, pass- 
ing through her windpipe. She lived 
until 5 o’clock this morning. She was 
about thirty years of age. She is sur- 
vived by her husband and six small 
children. Tom Ennis is about twenty 
years old, and the son of Ranse Ennis, 
who formerly lived in Baldwin county. 

Inquiry at the sheriff's office was 
made late this afternoon about arrests, 
but no one had phoned the sheriff nor 
had any warrants been sworn out for 
Ennis. ’ After killing his sister Ennis 
was overpowered to prevent killing 
others. Saturday afternoon he was 
still at his father’s house at Deepstep. 

The other tragedy was the killing ot 
a negro named Jim Lewis by Ernest 
Killingsworth, a planter. The negro is 
said to have been advancing upon 
Killingsworth with a singletree.

Detroit, Mich, February 24.—New 
York City, is asked to support thirty- 
clubs, where the programs 
exclusively of profession- 
al contests. \No other city in the world 
boasts the niimber of loyal supporters 
of the manlyi art, but thirty-five clubs 
—-well, that's) going it pretty strong. 
It is, therefore, not surprising that 
a number of promoters cry “bad busi- 
ness,” and find it a vexing proposition 
to ‘keep’ theit affairs in prosperous 
condition. New Yorkers have been so 


‘eurfeited with the good things of the 


game since the Frawley law became 
operative that it now takes an un- 
usually promising. proposition in the 
way of a maich to attract them ih 
goodly, numbers. 

Given a card that appeals, the root- 
ers turn out en masse. The stars of 
the game play to packed houses when- 
ever they deign to appear. The Mc- 
Farlands, Hogans, Palzers, Gibbons 
and Browns draw the dolldrs by the 
thousands, but:the lesser lights must 
Satisfy ‘themselves with the overflow. 

What the fans hanker for in the 
boxing game in Manhattan at present 
is something inthe line of novelty. A 
series of amateur tournaments would 
stimulate: interest very much Too 
much professionalism is the worst 
thing’ tn the world for any kind of 
sport. .Where would baseball stand 
if it were not for the amateur end 
that is the source of all interest and 
love for tHe ganie? And this applies 
to boxing and all other branches of 
sport. Every amateur’ tournament, 
properly conducted, means hundreds of 
new foellowers.of professional boxing. 
A man with a losing venture in the 
way of a well-équipped club house can 
profit by this hint. And thfS8 goes for 
other. eommunities besides New York 
City. 

Announce Weights. 

In voting to adopt the rule compell- 
Ing principals in main bouts to weigh 
in at ringside, and public announce- 
ment of weights, no matter what pri- 
vate arrangements have been agreed 
upon,. the New York boxing commis- 
sion has earned the thanks of the fight- 
following public, and incidentally the 
cordial Fislike of a number of boxers 
whdé have long paraded under false 
colors, so to speak. 

Among many so-called 
this new ruling is decidedly and em- 
phatically unpopular. There are few 
of the fore prominent boxers claiming 
eligibility Im that division who can 
make the 133-pound mark and toe the 
scratch fitted for a hard battle. Par- 
ticularly is this true of the 
members of the brigade in Gotham and 
Vicinity.

WOULD ALTER 
HENLEY COURSE 


London, February 24.—(Special.)— 
The committees of the Henley Roya! 
Regatta have had under consideration 
two proposals to alter the course, but 
at their recent meeting decided that 
no drastic changes should be made. 

Proposal No. 1 provided that the 
start should be placed on the Berk- 
shire side of the island about 180) 
yards higher up the river than at pres-| 
ent, with the finish about 80 yards 
nearer the bridge. This course would 
be laid out with an angle in favor of 
the Berks boat about 300 yards from 
the start, and another in favor of 
the Bucks boat near Fawley. With 
this course the angles would be less 
than hitherto and after clearing the 
island the Bucks boat would lose much 
of the shelter afforded by the “bush- 
es.” On the other hand objection 
might be taken to the shortening of 
the course by 100 yards. 

Proposal No. 2 provided for the line 
of the start and finish to be the same 
as at present but the course along the 
island would be laid out close to the 
island giving an angle in favor of the 
Berks boat just above the island to 
equalize the other angle near Faw- 
ley which would be some thirty feet 
nearer the Berks shore. The greatest 
objection to this proposal was that 
the angles would be greater than the 
present angle.
